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ABSTRACT 

The educational plans for the Illinois community 
college system presented in this document were developed by the 
Illinois Community College Board in conjunction with the state 
ccmmunity colleges. Six major sections--planning at the state levels 
enrollment projections^ educational program planning^ personnel 
requirements^ finance^ and community college outcomes — constitute the 
bulk cf this master plan. Overall^ the master plan shows that the 
Illinois community college system will continue to grow and expand 
during the next five years. Student enrollments are projected to 
incrv^ase but at a slower rate than in previous years. The number of 
educational programs will continue to increase in the 
occupational/career areas and change somewhat in other areas. 
Building prcgraros at most of the colleges are expected to be 
essentially completed during the next five years and operating 
expenditures are expected to increase. Additionally^ although 
stabilizing enrollments will decrease the funding problem at the 
state levels the ccmmunity colleges will have increased fiziancial 
needs due tc inflation and limited tax revenue. Extensive statistdcal 
data relating to each of the individual areas of the master plan are

The Illinois Community College 3oard has been involved in statewide 
planning as one of its statutorial role, as the coordinating board for 
Illinois Community Colleges (Section 102- 12a of the Illinois Public Community 
College Act). The statewide master plan as reflected in the Resource Al- 
location and Management Plan for Community Colleges, (RAMP/CC) , is a part 
of that on-going planning function. Previous planning efforts such as the 
facilities master plans of the late 1960 's and the comprehensive master plan 
requested in 1973 for each college have periodically been initiated by the 
ICCB Office primarily for space end fincal study purposes. Surveys of enroll- 
ments and vocational needs i >-,rp been routinely included in the ICCB reporting 
system. 

The RAMP/CC documents submitted by each community college were the 
primary source in developing the statewide master plan. RAMP/CC is considered 
as a longitudinal planning vehicle to reflect the historical, the current 
and projected years of operation. The data included in the RAMP/CC encompasses 
student enrollment data, programmatic ehrollment data, an inventory of programs 
facilities, and finances. The tables generally incorporate historic, current. ' 
and projected data. 

The projection data in the colleges' RAMP/CC documents as well as 
in this statewide master plan are limited by the difficulty of accurately 
forecasting the student enrollments in the community colleges. Although most 
conmunity colleges do an excellent job of projecting the full-time enrollments, 
these account for only 30% of the total community college enrollments in Illinois 
because a majority of the students are part-time and many of these are employed 
adults. Past indicators have shown theise part-time student enrollments Co 
fluctuate greatly with the economic conditions in the community. Since the 
economic conditions effect the sources of available revenue as well as student 
enrollments, the non-availability of reliable indicators for forecasting the 
economy is a second major limitation. Although the uncertainty of these two 
factors limits the results of any planning process, the need for planning is not 
diminished. In fact, the need for more flexible planning models which can re- 
spond quickly to changes in basic assumptions about enrollments, funding rates. 
Inflation and other variables is more apparent. 
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HIGHLIGHTS OF THE STATEWIDE MASTER PLAN RAMP/CC: 1977 
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1 The Illinois Conmunity College System which consists of 39 districts and 
* 51 campuses, presently encompasses 92% of the state's geographic area and 
96% of its population. SB 1651 (PA 79-1446) has renewed activity in terms 
of annexation/new district formation as 13 of 48 common school districts 
outside community college districts prior to its passage have filed re- 
solutions or petitions with the ICCB for annexation or new district 
formation. (For complete details on the development of the Illinois 
Conmunity College System, see Section I, pages 1 through 20). 

2. Student enrollment projections indicate that the enrollment in the Illinois 
public community colleges will continue to increase through FY1982 but at 

a lower rate than during recent years. By FY1982, the community colleges 
orolect ttver 410,000 headcount students in instructional (credit) 
program areas. Moderate increases are also expected in student FTE enroll- 
ments during the next five years. The community colleges are projecting 
almost 250,000 annual FTE by FY1982 while the ICCB staff is projecting , . 
about200,000 annual FTE for FY1982. Both projections are an increase over 
the 170,000 FTE generated in FY1976. (See Section II, pages 21 through 40). 

3. The community colleges in Illinois have gained approval for 81 certificate 
programs and 44 AAS degree programs in the occupational/career area during 
1976 An additional 69 units have been approved as extensions of previously 
approved units of instruction. At the same time, the colleges have withdrawn 
14 units of instruction which they are prese- y offering. (See Section III, 
page 47). 

4 The staff of the Illinois Community College Board sponsored seven statewide 

' and regional planning meetings in October and November, 1976 in an effort to 
Implement statewide and regional planning at the local level and to eliminate 
potential program conflicts between neighboring community college districts. 
Illinois public community colleges have been very cooperative in Implementing 
the policy by meeting within regions on a regular basis to discuss instruc- 
tional programmatic planning. To our knowledge, this is the fxrst --ime that 
such conscientious efforts have teen made statewide. (See Section III, 
pages 60-61}», - 

5 At the present time, Illinois public community colleges are engaged in 
cooperative agreements in occupational programs. In additica, the ICCB 
staff has approved this agreement for educational services between community 
colleges contracting with senior institutions, proprietary institutions, and 
educational institutions in neighboring states. (See Section III, pagea 57-5^;. 

6 The Governor's Office of Manpower and Human Development has funded a project 
to be conducted by the Illinois Community College Board staff fo.^ the co- 
ordination and promotion of manpower progr,-^s in Illinois puolic community 
colleges. The program is currently being Implemented in relation to the goals 
and objectives of the project. (See Section III, page 61). 

7 During the past year, ICCB staff approved 3,178 new occupational education 

* courses and 799 new vocational skills courses for Illinois public community 
colleges. The ICCB staff also processed 1,719 changes in occupational 
education cour-.es and 121 changes in vocational skills courses. Vocational 
aklllac courses were reclassified as a separate instructional area. (See 
O^. Section III, page 45). ^ 
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8. The baccalaureate program area will continue to serve an Increasing number 
of students during the next five years; however, very little Increase Is 
projected In the number of new baccalaureate programs. (For details, see 
Section III, pages 62 through 72). 

9. General Studies courses have been reclassified. The Remedial/Developmental 
Instiructlonal area was designated as a separate category rather than as a 
tjrpe of General Studies program. The Remedial/Developmental courses were 
recoded with a 1.4 PCS code while the General Studies course retained the 
1.5 PCS code. The number of Remedlal/Developraencal and General Studies 
courses Is projected to remain relatively stable although the enrollments 
In these areas are projected to Increase. (For details, see Section III, 
pages 62-72). 

The community education and community service programs In the community 
colleges presently serve over 200,000 people and will continue to serve 
citizens of the local districts In the future but may be limited by lack 
of state funding. (See Section III, pages 69-70).

For fiscal year 1977, appropriations of $2,708,400.00 were provided for 
distribution to qualifying community college districts for disadvantage 
student projects. In addition, supplemental funds of $84,558.90 were 
provided. The estimated number of participant contact hours is expected 
to total more than 2.8 million hours during fiscal year 1977. Hence, the 
state is indicating that it is willing to support the efforts of the 
community colleges in this area. (See Section III, pages 69-70). 

12. The community colleges of Illinois presently employ over 21,000 professional 
and over 9,400 classified personnel at a payroll of over $200 million 
annually. In the next five years, the number of personnel required is pro- 
jected to be over 25,000 professionals and over 10,500 classified staff at 

a payroll cost of over $273 million annually. (See Section IV, pages 73 
through 89). 

13. ^ Revienae^ estimates for FY1978 total $177.2 million froir. local taxes, student 

tuition, the federal government, state sources other than the ICCB, and 
other local revenue which, compared to resource requirement estimates of 
$297.6 million, leaves an ICCB apportionment and grant responsibility of 
$120.4 million. (See Section- V, pages 90 through 109). 

14. Enrollment and space inventory data, along with programmatic analyses, 
indicate a need for an additional 1,032,635 gross square feet of space for 
FY1978 requiring a total of $61,532,119 in state funding. Projected needs 
for the next three - five years total 1,188,500 gross square feet of space 
at an estimated cost of $83,228,000 in state funding, such additl- ^1 space 
to result in additional operating and maintenance costs of $7,361,950 over 
that three - five year period. (See Section V, pages 109 through 120). 

The Illinois Community College System will contribute significantly to 
the educational attainment of the citizens of the State of Illinois. This 
educational attainment can be measured in several ways. For example, during 
the past year, the community colleges have reported serving nearly a half 
million students and particpants, produced over 4 million semester credit 
units of instruction, awarded over 17,500 associate degrees and over 10,900 
certificates, and trained over 17,000 occupational skills completers. During 
the next five years, the community colleges are projecting a sizeable increase 
in each of these outcome measures. (For details, see Section VI, pages 
121 through 129).

Plannini; for tho cont liming ^^rowth and development of the community 
colleges In Illinois has j;one on for many years and has been supported by 
the 111 lis Coimnunity College Board, the Illinois Council of Public 
Communiuy Collep,e Presidents, the Illinois Community College Trustees 
Association, and the Illinois Board of IIij;her Education. During 1972, 
representatives of the above mentioned groups developed a statement of 
guidelines for statewide and local planning entitled, ^'Community College 
Planning: A Local and State Board Responsibility/* These guidelines were 
approved by the Illinois Community College Board on December 15, 1972. 
The following two sections which pertain to statewide planning are taken 
directly from this document. 

General Obiectives of Statewide Planning 

From the point of view of the responsible state agency, a statewide 
plan for the operation;, development, and improvement of community colleges 
is as desirable and necessary as a local plan is for a local board of trustees. 
This conclusion is inherent in a system of community colleges such as the one 
in Illinois which is based on locally governed institutions coordinated by a 
state agency. Development of a concept of "system" and a fulfillment of 
deslied outcomes expected from a broad "coordination" of effort and resources 
are impossible without sound, persuasive, and constant statewide planning. 

But a statewide plan for community colleges is more than a simple 
collection of the plans of individual colleges within a state. Neither is 
it a static examination of the operations, programs, and productivity of 
institutions at a given poiol in time. Rather, planning at the state level, 
as at the institutional level, is a continuing, dynamic process fundamental 
to all basic decisions reached by the responsible state agency in carrying 
on its duties. 

A statewide plan ^r:z c /.^unity colleges must go beyond building upon 
the plans projected by eac . collej;?- to serve its constituency. It needs to 
speak to the goals envisio /^d for ':ommunity college education from the state's 
interest and on the basis oi i statewide perspective. It n.ust provide a 
framework to guide, assist, and support the planning effOiuts of the local 
colleges. And it must provide a basis for assessing and evaluating the 
effectiveness of the colleges' response, individually and collectively, to 
its state-level expression of goals, standards of service, and efficiency 
of operations.

Scope of the ICCB Statewide Master, Pla_n 

The Illinois Communitv College Board staff has attempted to prepare 
an overall state plan for the system of public comra\nity colleges. This 
statewide plan parallels tb?. local community collegf^s' master plans and 
!itil7?:es the inyvl from th^ institutional R/^MP/CC d; niments to a great 
Y-rJ^r^" extent. In addition to O' 2 data obtained from the /.ocal colleges, other 
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oc ircea of data which wore onBcntial for statewide planning wore obtained. 
For example t data on prcBcnt and future populi^clon patLDms and character- 
iotlca for the State of Illinois were obtalndd from the U. S. Bureau of the 
^cnsus and valuable manpower projections were obtained from The State of 
Illinois Office of Planning and Analysis^ Table 1 below shows the estimated 
popula'-lon of Illinois through the year 2000,

Although the population of Illinois Is projected to Increase only moder- 
ately during the next decade, slgnlf lean** shifts In the size of, and distribution 
within two population groups: the public school aged children and the elderly, 
will have many implications for community college planning. Since 1950, the 
school age population In Illinois has Increased rapidly, peaking In 1970. Since 
1970, the population aged 5 through 17 has decreased and will continue dropping 
until 1985, when It will stabilize. The peak school age population achieved 
In 1970 will not be reached again until the year 2000. Since a sizeable portion 
of the full-time enrollments In the public community colleges consists of recent 
high school graduates this type of data Is very relevant for enrollment projections 
of full-tinie students. The figure below shms the public school age population 
in Illlnolc from 1950:

1. Illlnolo Population Projections Revised 1976: 1970-2025 . State of Illinois, 
Bureau of the Budget^ July, 1976. 
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The s'lift in proportion of people over the age of 65 is going to 
be the most dramatic occurance in future decades that will have many impli- 
cations. Since 1950, the number of people in Illinois over the age of 65 
has grown from 750,000 to more than 1.1 million in 1975. The projections 
show that there will be 1.6 million people over 65 in Illinois by the year 
2000. 

The implications of this shift in population means an increased demand 
for various services for the aged. For example, the need for long term health 
care and social services, as well as recreational and educational services for 
the elderly will increase if living conditions for senior citizens are to be 
maintained or improved. The community colleges have already initiated many 
programs for senior citizens which ari?. going to be in increasing demand in 
the future. 

The figure below shows a comparison of the age- sex distribution 
of the population in Illinois in 1970 with 2025.

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In addition to utilizing available population data in planning the 
statewide development of educational programs in the coinmunity colleges, it is 
essential that available manpower needs are also carefully considered. For 
example, the Occupational Manpower Projections; 1975-1981 ^ put out by the 
Illinois Governor's Office of Manpower and Human Development show that there 
will be a large demand for professionals and technicians, and clerical workers and 
a much decreased demand for farmers and farm workers as well as many other occupa- 
tions. These manpower projections should be carefully analyzed when planning 
new educational programs. In addition, this information must be conveyed to 
the students and potential students by community college faculty, counselors 
and admissions personnel. 

Table 2 below shows a summary of the state manpower needs from 1976 
through 1981 by the major occupational categories.

3. Total Demand is the number of new jobs available which is the sum of the jobs 
created by expansion and replacement. It should not be confused with total 
work force. 
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In addition to population and manpower data, a statewide plan for the 
community colleges must address itself to the present and futi :e needs of 
the society. The community colleges must be able to cope effectively with 
such current and future problems as the following: depleting natural re- 
sources including energy, food and fibers; the rapid knowledge explosion 
and automation of information; the social problems of our urban communities; 
the efforts for equality for all races, ethnic groups, and both sexes; and 
the effects of a complex technological society on the individual. The 
community colleges of Illinois have been able to respond extremely well 
to the needs of society during the past decade. Our statewide plan must 
ensure that they will be able to respond to even greater challenges in 
the future. 

THE ILLINOIS PUBLIC COMMUNITY COLLEGE SYSTEM 



T' e Illinois public community college system came into existence by 
legislative enactment on July 15, 1965. House Bill 1710, popu7 arly known as 
the Illinois Public Junior College Act, was an outgrowth of the 1964 Master 
Plan Phase I published by the Illinois Board of Higher Education. This legis- 
lation, with subsequent amendments, was the basis for the present syst^ of 
public community college districts in Illinois. 

Past Development 

Even prior to 1965, however, Illinois had nineteen public junior colleges, 
consisting of twenty-six campuses. One of these, the Joliet Junior College, 
was founded in 1901 and is generally regarded as the birthplace of the public 
junior college concept in the nation. The public junior colleges in Illinois prior 
to 1965 were generally attached to local public schools and were an extension of the 
high school, although several areas established separate community college districts 
in the early 1960's. 

With the passage of the Illinois Public Junior College Act, the community 
college districts were established separately from the public school districts, 
with separate tax rates and clearly identified as a distinct Pf J ^^/^^^^^her 
education system of the state. During the period immediately following the passage 
of the Illinois Public Junior College Act, the existing public junior "Ueges 
in Illinois re-organized into the comprehensive community colleges specified by the 
Act. In addition, many new community college districts were formed during this 
period. By 1971, the system of public community colleges in ^^^^S^^^ ^^^"^^^ 
into 38 community college districts and 47 campuses ^e^^f^^^^^^^; °^ ^^'i^. P^?^^ 
in Illinois and covering 75% of its geographic area. In 1973, the title of the 
act and the name of the state coordinating board were officially changed by re- 
placing the word "Junior" with "Community", so that from 1973 on "f" 
the Illinois Public Community College Act rather than the Illinois Public Junior 
CoUege Act and refer to the system as the Illinois Public Community Colleges.

♦♦State Community College of E. St. Louis was established as a special experimental community college by the flcaca 
gialature and is not a Clasa I College. 
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In 1971, as amended in 1972, the Illinois Legislat:ure passed a bill 
("Senate Bill 1188") for che assignment of all "nondistrict" territories in the 
state of existing and proposed new community college districts by August 1, 
197^'. This legislation related to the territory of the 213 school districts 
which weienot a part of a public community college and provided for voluntary 
annexation of territory to existing community college districts by petition 
prior to July 1, 1973. The Illinois Community College Board had the statutory 
duty to assign all remaining territory to either an existin<^, or a proposed new 
community college district. The right to public hearings concerning any terri- 
torial assignment by the ICCB was provided in the legislation and an amendment 
provided for a petition and a "backdoor" referendum for citizens to vote on any 
such assignment. 

On December 14, 1973, the ICCB adopted a "preliminary" statewide master 
plan for the assignment of all "nondistrict" territories in the state. These 
assignments affected 170 public school districts which contained all or part of 
their territory outside public community college districts. This "preliminary" 
plan included three proposed new districts; one in west central Illinois (Adams 
and Pike Counties), one in central Illinois (Livingston and McLean Counties), 
and one along the. north shore of Lake Michigan (southeastern Lake and northeastern 
Cook Counties). The 43 other public school districts annexed to a community college 
district between July 1, 1973 and December 14, 1973. 

In June of 1974, the ICCB adopted the "final" statewide master plan 
which was a modification of the "preliminary" plan as a result of public hearings 
held in the various public school districts affected. The "final" plan included 
only two proposed new districts because a referendum held in Livingston and 
McLean Counties rejected the proposed new district in that area. (See map on page- 9) 

Forty-nine public school districts petitioned for a backdoor referendum 
to stay out of community college districts. In 46 of these districts, the 
vote against annexation carried, while in two of the districts, the vote for 
annexation carried (Vandalia and Alwood) and one petition for backdoor refer- 
endum was declared invalid by the circuit court (Clinton). In addition, 
there was a petition for a backdoor referendum from the proposed new North 
Shore district which was denied because "Senate Bill 1188" did not provide 
for backdoor referendums for such districts. As a result of litigation 
concerning the proposed new North Shore district, this new district was not 
established because of a court order from a Cook County Circuit Court and 
following court case. 

As a result of "Senate Bill 1188", 163 public school districts were 
brought into the Illinois Community College System through annexation and 
the formation of one new district while 50 public school districts still 
remained outside of any community college district, 46 by a backdoor refer- 
endum with a vote against annexation and four due to the court order which 
dissolved the North Shore district.

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Recent Statewide Annexation/New District Formatio n Activities 

After the annexation/new district formation activities resulting from 
implementation of SB 1188 (PA 77-1822) ware completed in late J974, there 
was little annexation activity until the recent passage of SB 1651 (PA 
SB 1651 allowed common school districts with territory outside community 
college districts to levy a tax to pay tuition "chargebacks" one more year 
(1976) for their students attending a community college, providing they 
submitted a school board resolution or a petition for annexation to an 
existing community college district or petition for formation cf a new 
district. 

The voluntary annexation provisions which had expired after completion 
of SB 1188 were restored in HB 1420 (PA 79-708). Only or.a district took 
advantage of the provisions of HB 1420; the Adlai E. Stevenson High School 
District #225 annexed to the College of Lake County, District #532 One

other district, Beason Community High School uistricc v^huj,i.uiib 

Lincoln Community High School District #404. These two actions left parts 
or all of 48 common school districts still not a part of a community college 
district . 

As a result of the passage of SB 1651, 13 additional districts have 
submitted resolutions or petitions for annexation or new district formation 
The current status of these resolutions and petitions is summarized on page 11. 
As indicated, one of these, the Onarga district, has been formally annexed to 
Parkland College, District #505 (leaving 47 districts now remaining outside 
community college districts). Hearings have been scheduled which involve 
six of the remaining 13 districts. No action has been taken on the other 
six districts pending the outcome of court litigation in four districts 
(those that are a part of the proposed North Shore District 540) and receipt 
of a feasibility study for a new district from the other districts (Bloomington 
and Normal) . 

Two territories of the state still do not have their final status 
determined because of pending court litigation. One is a 20 square mile area 
in the Vandalia Community Unit District #203 which filed a petition for 
detachment from Kaskaskia College, District "501 and subsequent attachment 
to Lake Land College, District #517. While the Appellate Court has determined 
that the detachment/attachment approved by the ICCB should be allowed, an 
appeafis pending. The other territory is the "North Shore" area consisting 
of four high school districts in north suburban Cook County and southern 
Lke count? which was formed into a new district by the Illinois Con^unity 
College Board under the provisions of SB 1188. That case, stemming from a 
suit to enjoin the ICCB from forming the district, has reached the 
niinois sipreme Court, which has, in turn, sent it back to the Circuit Court. 
A new motion requesting that the Illinois Community College Board be enjoined 
from forming the district is now pending before the Circuit Court.

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PHILOSOPHY AND PURPOSES FOR THE SYSTEM OF PUBLIC COMMUNITY COLLEGES OF ILLINOIS * 



The public conmiunlty colleges of Illinois, by law and by performance, are 
part of the system of post-secondary and higher education for the State of Illinois. 
This system is under the general coordination and leadership of the Illinois Board 
of Higher Education and includes five basic segments-- the University of Illinois 
system (three campuses), the Southern Illinois University system (two campuses), 
the Board of Regents system (three campuses), the Board of Governors system (five 
campuses), and the Public Community College system (currently 48 campuses). 

The coTiimunity college system strives to fulfill the mandate of the Illinois 
State Constitution of 1970 which indicates that "A fundamental goal of the People 
of the State is the educational development of all persons to the limits of their 
capacities.'* The community college system also is dedicated to the philosophy and 
concept of the public community colleges as set forth in the Master Plans for 
Higher Education in Illinois (1964, 1966, and 1971) and thfe Public Community 
College Act of 1965 as recodified in 1973. 

Responsibility for the governance, administration, and operation of the com- 
munity college districts is vested in the local district community college boards 
of trustees and their staffs. The Illinois Community College Board provides 
general statewide planning, coordination, and leadership for the public community 
colleges of Illinois. The ICCB is responsible for statewide studies along with 
reviewing and approving various requests from the colleges including instructional 
and public service programs and services, site selections, construction projects, 
and state financial support. 

Each public community college is expected to offer a couiprehensive program 
of services for the residents of its district who have completed high school or 
are eighteen years of age and older and who can benefit from one of the programs 
or services of the community college. However, the community college may offer 
specialized programs for persons of less than eighteen years of age in cooperation 
with local public school officials when the community college can be effectively 
utilized for such services. The community colleges are encouraged to cooperate 
in offering certain specialized programs and services on a regional or statewide 
basis. The community colleges shall not offer programs and services specifically 
reserved for the university upper-division and graduate levels, but the community 
college may make its facilities available to the universities to offer such 
services to the residents of the district. 

The community college provides quality education at low cost to the consumer 
close to home. The community college is designed primarily for commuters, although 
out-of-district students or students living in remote parts of larger districts 
occasionally elect to seek residence in the community where the college is located. 
Another fundamental goal of the public community college system is to provide equal 
access to educational opportunity for all residents of the state who may benefit 
from its programs and services. 

The community college provides a broad range of educational programs and 
services working closely with other community agencies and organizations to co- 
operatively meet the educational needs of the community. ISuch cooperation in 
public services brings the community college into contact^with local and regional

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agencies attempting to solve these needs including the elementary and secondary 
schools, proprietary schools, private and public colleges and universities, 
governmental units (local, county, state, and federal), business, industry, and 
agriculture; and various community civic , economic , and social organizations to 
improve the quality of life in the community. 

To fulfill this role the comprehensive community college is expected to be 
innovative, imaginative, and creative. It is expected to experiment with new 
methods, new curricula, and new forms of instruction, in addition to the tradi- 
tional, when the best interests of the individual and the community are to be 
served. Such innovative and non- traditional approaches may include independent 
studies, proficiency examinations, credit-by-examination, external degrees, c<- 
respondence study, work experience, educational television, auto-tutorial progr*^. 
and various other audio-visual methods. 

The basic purposes and functions of a comprehensive public community college 
include the following educational programs and services. 

1 Provide the first two years of baccalaureate educ ation consisting of 
liberal arts, sciences, and pre-professional fields designed to prepare 
students for transfer to four-year c olleges and universities and/or 
designed to meet individual education al goals. 

2 Provide career education includ ing occupational, vocational, technical, 
and semi- technical fields designe d to provide iob training, retraining, 
and /or u pgrading of skills to meet individual, loca l, and state man- 
power needs . 

3 Provide general studies, including preparat ory or developmental instruc- 
tion, adult basic education, and general e ducation designed to meet 
individual edu "-at ional goals . 

4. Provide community education, including n on-credit adult continuinR 
education classes, designed to meet individual ed ucational goals. 

5 Provide public service activities of a n educational nature which may 
include workshops, seminars, forums, cultura l enrichment, community 
surveys, facility usage, and studies designed to meet community service 
needs. 

6. Provide student support services designed to reflect the programme^ 

development and direction of the institution, i ncluding, but not limited 
to. admissions, counseling, testing, tutorin g, placement, and special 
assistance for disadvantaged students . 
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MISSION AND SCOPE OF THE PUBLIC COMMUNITY COLLEGE 
'As approved by the IBHE in Master Plan: Phase IV) 

The emphasis of the public community college, with regard to 
structured educational programs, is on courses of study which are 
two years or less in duration and which lead to Associate degrees or 
certificates. In fulfilling its role vis-a-vis the community, each college 
Is governed by a locally-selected board of trustees who help determine local 
educational needs in concert with other community groups and organizations. 
Within this context, each community college is unique with regard to its 
efforts to provide educational services in response to local needs. 

From a broad perspective, however, it Is assumed that the programs 
and services of all community colleges will be similar. To that end, 
there Is provided by law statewide program and budgetary coordination by 
the Illinois Community College Board and the Illinois Board of Highsr 
Education. 

Inasmuch as community colleges are recipients of state-approprlata4 
tax dollars, they must relate their aspirations to overall statewide 
policies and priorities. 

As a result of statutory charges, and the developed policies 
and practices of local governing and state coordinating boards, 
several distinct missions are Identifiable for all community colleges 
that together define their purposes. The circumstances and requirements 
of each community college district may require more emphasis on certain 
missions than others. 

These missions, and their respective scope further delineating 
the role of the community colleges, are as follows: 

a. Mission: Provide the first two years of bacca- 
laureate education programs. Scope: Such programs 
shall Include courses in liberal arts, sciences, 

and preprofesslonal fields designed to prepare students 
for transfer to four-year colleges and universities 
and to meet individual educational goals. These lower 
division courses or programs shall be designed to 
articulate with public senior institutions. Where- 
ever possible, the baccalaureate program shall 
articulate with the private senior Institutions of 
the state. 

b. Mission: Provide career education programs. Scopes 
These programs shall be in occupational, vocational, 
technical, and semi-technical fields designed to 
provide job training, re-training, and upgrading 

of skills to meet individual, local and state manpower 
needs. These programs shall lead to the awarding of an 
associate degree or certificate. The programs 
containing work experiences shall be based upon 
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concurrent or previously related instruction. Efforts 
should be made to articulate programs with a specific 
area of employment. Programs leading to licensure must 
be articulated with the approrriate agency or organization. 

c. Mission: Provide general studies programs. Scope: These 
programs shall include preparatory or developmental in- 
struction, adult basic education, and general education de- 
signed to meet individual educational goals. 

d. Mission: Provide community education programs. Scope: 
These programs shall include non-credit adult continuing 
education classes which may be avocational, vocational, 

or of general interest to the constituency, usually within 
a modified course structure. 

e. Mission: Provide public service activities of an educational 
nature. Scope: Public service includes activities which 
are frequently outside the normal course structure of the 
college. These activities may include workshops, seminars, 
forums, cultural enrichment, community surveys, facility 
usage, and studies designed to meet community service needs. 
Caution should be exerted to avoid duplicating or assuming re- 
sponsibility that falls within the scope of other institutions, 
agencies or organization. The primary thrust of the public 
service activity should be toward the adult population. Co- 
ordinated activity with other organizations is encouraged. 

f. Mission: Provide student support services. Scope: These 
services and programs are designed to meet student needs 
including but not limited to general institutional and 
learning resource services, admissions, counseling, testing, 
tutoring, placement, and special assistance for disadvantaged 
students .

Accoppltshments : 

a. The ICCB ataff net with cornmunlty college personnel directly by visiting a 
ntmber of campuses and by numerous tneetinRS in the ICCB jffice during 
September and October of 1975 to determine the impact of the large enroll- 
ment increases on the colleges financial resources and the educational 
programs. A report was prepared for the November 21, 1975, ICCB meeting 
and was distributed throughout the community college system. 

b. Enrollment projections for the community colleges for FY1977 were prepared 
by utilizing the RAMP/CC data and the Fall, 1975 enrollment reports submitted 
by the colleges. 

c. An analysis was made of the RAMF/CC data and the uniform financial tables 

to develop a detailed staff report including operating budget recannendacioaa 
for FY1977. 

d. Analysis of RAMP/CC data. Unit Cost Study data, college biidgeta for FY1976, 
college audits for FY1975, and Fall ' ■ ''5 enrollment data were completed 
and reports were prepared for the ICCB and for distribution to tha ayaten, 
atate government and state agencies. 

Goal #2: DEVELOP A FUNDING PLAN WHICH WILL PROVIDE ADEQUATE FINANCIAL RESOURCES TO SUPPORT 
QUALITY EDr : ATiaiAL PROGRAMS IN THE CCmJNITY COLLEGES OF ILLINOIS. 

Accoppllshments : 

a. The ICCB analyzed a variety of funding plans during FY1976 and attempted 
to provide information about the funding principles and Issues of each 
alternative to the entire public community college area. A number of 
special reports were prepared and distributed which explained each funding 
plan and listed the advantages and disadvantages. 

b. The MIS Budget Planning System was utilized extensively in coating out 
each alternative funding plan for FY1977 to provide each coniminity college 
diatrict with information on how each plan would impact the college. 

c. A funding plan based on the principles of the "Blue Ribbon" Conmittee 
report was developed through the combined efforts of the Council of 
Presidents, the Illinois Comniunity College Trustees Association, and 
the Illinois Cominunity College Board. A very significant feature of the 
funding plan was to provide for guaranteed basic rates for enrollments 
at each college that did not exceed FY1976 enrollments and marginal cost 
funding for any enrollment growth. 

Coal #3: DEVELOP THE FACILITIES AND STAFF UTILIZATION MODULES OF THE ICCB MANAGEMENT INFORMATION 
SYSTEM WHICH WILL PROVIDE USEFUL AND RELIABLE DATA NEEDED BY THE ICCB STAFF FOR EVALUATING 

CAPITAL BUDGET REQUESTS AND USEFUL TO THE COMMUNITY COLLEGES IN ANALYZING THEIR BUILDING 

UTILIZATION AND FACULTY PRODUCTIVITY. 

Accoroplisl^mcnts : 

a. The ICCB MIS factlittos inventory utilization reports were completed and 
programs were documented and a special user's handbook was prepared. 
Workshops were held with coTTSTmnity college personnel to explain these 
programs in detail. During March and April these programs were used to 
provide data for the colleges in completing the IBHE space utilization aurvey. 

b. The development of the ICCB-MIS faculty utilization reports have been 
completed. The programs have been documented and tested. A user's handbook 
has been prepared which wi U assist administrators in selecting the most 
appropriate reports and options to use for their needs. Workshops on the 
use of the faculty utilization programs have been scheduled for July, 1976.

Accompli shmencs ; 

a. The Research Advisory Coiuicil developed recommendaCions for the implemencacioa of 
licpacc studies of Illinois public coinmuniCy colleges and Chese recommendaCions 
were approved by the ICCB and included in che FY1977 budgec requesc. These 
requescs for research granCs were noc approved by che IBHE budgeC recomnendacions, 
however, and hence ocher sources of funds musc be soughc Co implemenc Chese studies. 

b« Three proposals for funding of conmmiiCy college impacc studies were parpared and 
submitted to the £xxon Educational Foundation for funding. No funding was obtained 
for these proposals for the coming year however. 

C. Phase II of the statewide Transfer Study was completed during the fall term and 
a preliminary report was prepared in April. Phase III of the Statewide Transfer 
Study is now in progress. The Statewide Occupational Follow-Up Study is also being 
Implemented. The community colleges are presently submitting their reports on the 
follow up of students. Two workshops on follow-up studies were conducted during 
che year--one in January and one in February of 1976. 
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Goal #6: IMPROVE THE MASTER PLANNING EFFORTS AT THE STATE LEVEL SO THAT PLANNING AT THE LOCAL LEVEL 
WILL CCWPLIMENT THE PLANNING AT THE STATE LEVEL, AND VICE- VERS A. 

Accomplishments : 

a. Six statewide and regional planning meetings were held to implement statewide 
and regional planning. Policies and procedures on statewide and regional 
planning of instructional programs were developed and approved to help coordi- 
nate Specialized programs offerings among community colleges. 

b« Two statewide workshops were conducted by the ICCB staff in conjunction with 
staff members of the IBHE and the Capital Development Board for the purpose 
of Improving the planning and reporting process in the Resource Allocation 
Management Plan documents (RAMP/CC). One-hundred- one (lOl) individuals 
representing 45 connunity colleges attended these two workshops. 

C. Planning seminars were conducted for public service and disadvantaged student 
grants. 

d. The ICCB staff developed recommendations for refinement of the RAMP/CC document 
V 9 7 and met with the staff of the IBHE and CDB to relate Suggested refinements, 

Including the incorporation of Form 19 on new programs Into RAMP/CC. 
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Coal #7; ANALYZE, EVALUATE AND DEFINE GENERAL STUDIES AND PUBLIC SERVICE PROGRAMS AND DEVELOP REVISED 
CRITERIA FOR THE PROPER CLASSIFICATION OF COURSES AND ACTIVITIES. 

AccoBpltshments ; 

a. The ICCB staff had developed definitions and criteria for the reclassification of 
general studies courses, and has revised the PCS and HEGIS coding structure in the 
ICCB MIS to fit these new policies which have been approved by the ICCB, Two 
aonlnars h«ve been scheduled for the implementation of these new criteria and 
ecxling structure. 

b. A workshop on coinnunity education for the ICCB and staff was conducted with Mott 
Foundation officials from Ball State University. In addition, ICCB staff partici- 
pated in two conciunity education workshops held at Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville, four <?emlnar3 held at Ball State University, and cooperated with the 
lOE in several cooDiunity service activities. 



PERFORM OTHER RESPONSIBILITIES AND DUTIES SPECIFIED BY STATUTES AND ICCB POLICIES. 
Accomplishments : 

a. The ICCB staff sent a notification to all 50 conmwn school districts not 
presently in a community college district indicating the passage of HB1420 
and the four methods by which voluntary annexation ot such districts to 
coomunity college districts may be achieved. One such district has requested 
annexation and deliberations concerning. this request are in process. A map 
identifying all 50 cotanon schools was prepared for the Legislature. Also 
HB3804 was drafted and supported by the ICCB to remove one more obatacla to 
annexation of non-district territory. 

b. Over 6,000 courses were added, changed, or withdrawn during rYI976 by the 
occupational/career program area. 

c. The academic program area ccnnple ted a check for the existence of upper division 
courses and other coding problems so that t^ia master course file of the community 
colleges are accurate. 

d. The apportionment programs were modified to handle the three funding categories 
for FY1976 and are working well. The apportionment processing printouts are 
ninni.ng very clean and processing is being completed promptly. 

The ICCB staff has continuously sought to Improve connninications. between the ICCB 
and the colleges and the CDB concerning the tracking of construction projects. 
Hwnerous discussions have taken place with CDB staff and agenda items were 
presented to the ICCB to better assist in such tracking. 

f. Several meetings were held during FY76 and a baccalaureate articulation compact 
va« developed and submitted to the ICCB at its^'july meeting. This compact will 

be forwarded to both two-year and four-year colleges for reactions by January 1, 1977 
and concerning its Implementation by September I, 1977. 

g. (ED television has now been purchased by 29 community colleges and public -television 
of the GED series with five complete programs is available in the State of Illinois. 
A study on the amount of credit generated through CLEP examinations was made. 

A amall HECA grant was obtained for FY76 and additional materials and courses have 
been available to all community colleges. 

h. All disadvantaged student grants and public service grants to the community colleges 
were 'processed and summary reports were developed. The Guidance and Counseling Task 
Force has met thr-^e times and will hopefully complete its task during FY77. 

1. The ICCB staff held numerous meetings to develop and promote cooperative instruc- 
. tional and public service activities and are presently completing a report of 
•uch cooperative efforts In the community colleges. 

J. The ICCB staff developed the legislative bills for state appropriations of operating 
funds and capital projects for the community colleges and actively supported an 
additional legislation concerning community colleges. 

O . k. The ICCB office has restructured its filing a/stem for greater efficiency, accuracy,

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GOALS FOR THE ILLINOIS COMMUNITY COLLEGE BOARD FOR 1976-77 (FY1977) 

(Approved by the ICCB on July 23, 1976) 

The ICCB approved the attached listing o£ major goals for the ICCB for 1976-77 
(FY77) to provide direction and priority for the ICCB staff action during the year 
with the understaiWlng that the ICCB staff will identify specific objectives relat- 
ing to these goals. 

1. Continue to analyze the financial needs of the colleges and alternate funding 

plans and develop an adequate operating finance proposal for the public community 
colleges of Illinoif; for FY1978. 

2 Seek separation of the governance of SCC from ICCB and resolve the financial accounting 
and auditing problems at State Community College. 

3 Review and resolve the classification of instructional credit courses including 
general studies, remedial /developmental , and vocational skills courses to insure 
that these courses meet ICCB policies and criteria for each category. 

4. Review and revise the ICCB Manual of Policies, Procedures and Guidelines (R^dbook) 
so that it accurately reflects the responsibilities of the colleges and of the ICCB. 

5. Implement the statewide and regional planning of occupational/career programs. 

6 Implement the ICCB research, planning, and management information system projects, 
* including the statewide student follow-up studies, the . facilities utilization 

reports the faculty utilization programs, the office accounting system, the 
RAMP/CC' and initiate activities to encourage more use of planning, institutional 
research, and management information systems in local college administration.

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ENROLLMENT PROJECTIONS 
Student Enrollment Projections in Planning 

All planning in the cotmnunity colleges Is highly dependent on the 
nature, distribution, and characteristics of future student enrollments. 
Although all of the various aspects of planning are Interdependent upon 
each other resources, funding and programs have a great effect on 
enrollments ~- future student enrollments have a direct effect on future 
resource needs, future program needs, and future funding needs. Hence, 
projections in the community colleges are very essential (although difficult) 
for rational planning. 

The projection of full-time day student enrollments In the community 
colleges can be done with a great deal of accuracy when historic trend data 
and high school enrollments are utilized In a linlar model for projecting 
enrollments at a given community college. Similar models are also successfully 
utilized by many universities. However, only about 30% of the students in the 
public community colleges of Illinois are full-time, while 70% are part-time. 
None of the enrollment projection models developed to this date have been success- 
ful In projecting part-time student enrollments in the community colleges for 
any length of time. The most sophisticated models utilize market penetration 
rates of the adult population within the community college district. However, 
even these have been greatly effected by economic conditions such as Inflation 
and unemployment rates with inconsistant results. Hence, enrollment projections 
in the community colleges become more difficult than predicting the economy. 

During the past decade, the student enrollments In the community 
colleges of Illinois have been growing at a tremendous rate. Student head- 
count enrollments increased from 66,217 in the Fall of 165 to 325,830 In the 
Fall of 1976 (an Increase of almost 500%) while student FTE enrollments Increased 
from 35,766 in the Fall of 1965 to 154,000 in the Fall of 1976. 

During 1974 and 1975, a slump in the economy combined with other factors 
led to unprecidented enrollment increases of over 20 percent each. year. In 1976, 
a slight improvement In the economy coupled with a change in the Veterans Scholarship 
Program resulted in only a 3% increase in student headcount enrollment and a 2% 
decrease In student FTE enrollments in Illinois public community colleges. 

Table 4 on the next page shows the Fall Term (10th day) student head- 
count enrollments at each public community college in Illinois since the beginning 
of the public community college system in Illinois. Table 5 shows the Fall Term 
(10th day) FTE enrollments for each college since 1965. 

Community College Enrollment Pr oj ections in RAMP/CC 

Student enrollment projections by the various distributions which are 
relevant to planning are included as an intergal part of each community 
college's RAMP/CC document. The enrollment projections are developed by the 
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local community college staffs who are much more aware of the potential for 
future enrollments in the local community. These local enrollment projections 
support the other aspects of the local RAMP document and provide valuable data 
for statewide enrollment projections. 

Table 6 on the next page shows data which analyzes the college market 
penetration and the density of the population. These two factors as well as 
several other factors (such as the presence of a university within the college 
district) which are unique to given community colleges help identify the market 
potential for educational services to adults. For example, some colleges are 
enrolling over 70 students per 1000 population while several others are en- 
rolling less than 20 per 1000 population within the district. 

The local RAMP/CC documents were prepared during July, 1976 prior 
to the actual Fall Term 1976 enrollment being known. Hence, although the 
projections in the RAMP/CC documents represented the best forecasted data 
at the time, they were in need of updating as soon as the actual enrollments 
for Fall Term were available. 

ICCB Staff Projections of Student Enrollments 

In making enrollment projections for the community colleges of 
Illinois, the ICCB Staff relied primarily on the RAMP/CC documents, the Fall 
Term enrollment surveys completed by the colleges, and the actual 
enrollment growth of each college during the past several years. The 
steady increases in enrollment in the community indicate that community 
college enrollments are affected by several different factors than 
enrollments in higher education in general.. Several of these factors are 
related to the major purposesof the community colleges. For example, the 
community colleges have become very well accepted by the adults in the local 
communities and hence, an increased number of adults are enrolling in the 
community colleges in a variety of instructional programs on a part-time 
basis. No doubt the convenience of having a college in the local community 
with an offering that meets the needs of the people is having a very positive 
effect. Secondly, an increased demand for occupational /technical programs 
which lead to careers is very evident. In making the projections presented 
in the accompanying tables, the following factors were considered to be influencing 
community college enrollments: 

A. Factors which indicate a continued moderate increase in enrollments in 
the public community colleges of Illinois for the next several years. 

1. The annexation of new areas of the state into a community college dis- 
trict has brought thousands of people closer to a community college 
because off-campus offerings bring post-secondary educational 
opportunities right into their neighborhoods. 

2. The completion of permanent facilities at many of the community 
colleges in the next few years will have a positive effect on the 
enrollment of high school graduates.

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3. Enrollments In Occupational/Career programs will continue to Increase, 

4. The trend toward Increased enrollments In programs of shorter duration 
(Certificate Programs) will continue for the next several years. 

5. A relatively low percentage (often less than 27o) ol the population 
In heavily populated areas of the state are enrolled in a connnunlty 
college within their district as compared to almost TU of the popu- 
lation of one community college district being enrolled by that 
community college. This suggests that there is much room for 
expansion of services to the people of the community before a 
saturation point is reached. 

6. Increase in enrollments of non-traditional students in the public 
community colleges including; 

a. Continuing education of adults who are employed full-time in 
the communities is on the Increase. 

b. Increased enrollment of senior citizens will continue. 

c. Expansion of in-service type programs which provide up-grading 
of employees right on the job and often in the place of 
employment will continue. 

7. The expansion of off-campus attendance centers will continue to 
attract an increasing number of students from areas not previously 
served by post-secondary education. 

8. Increased enrollments of adults in basic education type programs will 
continue. Other community colleges will no doubt Increase their 
enrollment in this area in a similar way as did Chicago during the 
past few years with their Urban Skills Center. 

B. Factors which will limit enrollments in public community colleges in Illinois. 

1. Ample room for additional students in the state universities and private 
colleges will result in greater competition for first time students. 

2. Decreased enrollments in the public schools will result in fewer high 
school graduates by 1979 to 1980. 

3. Less students qualifying for Veterans Scholarships. 

C. Unknown factors which limit the accuracy of enrollment projections. 

1. Economic conditions including inflation, unemployment rates, the price 

of gasoline, and other related factors. Many community colleges have found 
that their enrollment patterns were almost directly related to unemploy- 
ment rates during the past few years. 
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2. Tuition costs at the community colleges as well as tuition costs at 
universities. Tuition costs at community colleges are often depended 
on the state and local district's ability to adequately fund the cost of 
education. Higher tuitions at state universities may result in many 
students going to community colleges that generally have lower tuitions. 
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COLLEGES' PROJECTIONS OF ANNUAL APPORTIONMENT 
FTE ENROLLMENTS THROUGH FY1982 



Table 8 on the opposite page shows the colleges' projections of 
annual apportionment FTE enrollments by community college district. 
This data was submitted by the colleges in Table 3.1 of the RAMP/CC 
document. The ICCB staff depends upon the accuracy and completeness 
of this data very heavily for developing statewide enrollment projections 
which are needed for calculating resources needed by the community colleges 
for the budget year (FY1978). The large majority of the colleges did 
an excellent job of projecting their enrollments based on the data that 
was available as of July, 1976. It must be noted that the conrnunity colleges 
had just experienced a 20% increase in Apportionment FTE during FY1976 and a 19% 
increase the previous year (FY1975), yet, collectively, they projected a 7.5% 
increase for FY1977 and a 7.1% increase for FY1978. Hence, most colleges were 
planning for a stabilization of enrollment during the next few years. The 2.2% 
decrease of 10th day FTE enrollments experienced by the community colleges during 
the Fall Term indicates that the colleges were correct in projecting this trend, 
although not its magnitude.

The ICCB staff projections utilized the trends which were shown in 
the RAMP/CC documents, the additional enrollment data available since the 
RAMP/CC submissions were made, and the criteria described earlier in this 
section to develop the total projected enrollments for the public community 
colleges in Illinois. 

Trend data for each college used in these projections included 
Summer apportionment FTE for FY1976 and FY1977, Fall apportionment FTE for 
FY1976 and Fyi977, 10th day FTE for Fall term and second term for FY1976 and 
FY1977, and annual apportionment FTE for FY1976. Utilizing the above data, 
a good estimate of FY1977 annual apportionment FTE was possible. This enabled 
the projections to be based on a more accurate base. 

The enrollment projections developed by the ICCB and IBHE staffs 
during October, 1976 and utilized in the FY1978 Funding Plan until recently 
showed a total of 184,201 annual FTE. Actual enrollment data received from 
the colleges so far for FY1977 indicates that this projection was high because 
the FY1977 enrollments are running about the same as the FY1976 enrollments 
with a number of colleges showing decreases. 

Table 9 below shows the ICCB staff projections of annual 
apportionment FTE for Illinois public community colleges through FY1982.

Annual FTE Enrollment for each community district by the eight funding 
categories. These projections were made by the ICCB staff during October, 
1976 and utilized the actual FY1976 Annual Apportionment for each college by 
category, adjustments for John Wood College because it was a new college in 
FY1976, and adjustments for Shawnee and Southeastern because Southeastern 
took over the educational program at Vienna Correctional Center, a 3% en- 
rollment increase for FY1977, and a 5% enrollment increase for FY1978. 

The chart below shows a distribution of ICCB staff projected FY1978 
annual FTE enrollments by the eight instructional categories. Both the original 
ICCB projections made in October and the new projections made in March are shown 
below:

Table 11 on the opposite page shows the projected Fall Term (10th 
day) FTE enrollment for the public community colleges of Illinois as projected 
by the colleges in Table 3.0 of the RAMP/CC document from 1977 through 1981. 
The data shows that the community colleges are projecting increases in FTE 
enrollments but at a much lower rate than that experienced during the past 
few years. It must be noted that these projections were made before many 
colleges experienced a surprising decrease in FTE enrollments during the 
Fall 1976 term. The actual Fall 1976 FTE enrollment was 154,000, a decrease 
of 2.27o from the previous Fall Term. Hence, in 1976, the community colleges 
of Illinois experienced the first decrease in FTE enrollments since the system 
was formed in 1965.

Figure 6 on the opposite page shows the relationship of Annual 
Apportionment PTE with Fall Term 10th Day PTE from FY1972 through FY1978, 
This figure shows that prior to 1973, the Fall Term lOth Day FTE reported 
by the colleges exceeded the Annual Apportionment FTE which is based on 
mid-term counts and for which state funding is paid. From 1973 on, however, 
the Annual Apportionment FTE has exceeded the Fall Term lOth Day FTE by 
a sizeable amount. The main reason for this is that community colleges 
are offering many short term courses which start after the lOth day of 
the term and cannot be reported on the lOth day enrollment data. These 
short courses still qualify for state funding and hence, are included 
in the annual apportionment FTE generated by the community colleges. 

Although it is important to make long range enrollment projections 
for long range planning needs, it is even more important to update these 
projections on a periodic basis taking into account any changes in earlier 
assumptions and making use of new data. Historic data comparing lOth day 
FTE with annual apportionment FTE can be very useful in sharpening the 
annual apportionment FTE projections as soon as each terms "lOth day" FTE 
is known. Data about the colleges attrition rates from lOth day to mid-term 
and the enrollments in short term courses which start after the lOth day of 
the term make this type of projection even more accurate.

Table 12 on the opposite page shows the colleges' projections of 
Fall Term (10th day) headcount enrollment by each community college campus 
for 1976 through 1981. This data is shown as submitted by the colleges in 
their RAMP/CC documents. Although headcount enrollment does not directly 
transfer into resource needs, it is a good indicator of the amount of 
service that the college is providing from year to year. The headcount 
enrollment does represent the number of individuals that the college has 
enrolled as of the end of registration (usually the 10th day of the term). 
This data has much value when properly analyzed for comparative purposes 
among all types of institutions. It is also the easiest understood enroll- 
ment count and for that reason has much value for public information purposes.

The table below shows the ICCB staff projections of Fall Term 
student headcount and FTE enrollments in the Illinois public community 
colleges through Fall 1982. The Fall Term FTE enrollment is expected to 
increase at the same rate as the annual apportionment. FTE. The student 
headcount enrollment is expected to increase at a higher rate than FTE. 
This projection is based on the -assumption that the proportion of part- 
time students being served by the community colleges will continue to 
increase. In fact, almost all of the increase in both headcount and FTE 
enrollments in the community colleges can be attributed to increased 
enrollments of part-time students many of whom are older than the traditional 
college student. 

As noted earlier in the projection criteria, the expected enroll- 
ment can be greatly disrupted for any given year by changes in the economic 
conditions within the state. We believe, however, that the long term outlook 
for student enrollments in the community colleges is for continued growth 
at a much slower rate than experienced in past years. In fact, the extremely 
high rate of growth experienced by a number of community colleges during 
1974 and 1975 may be followed by a few years of enrollment decreases until 
a more stable enrollment growth rate is again established,

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SECTION III 
OCCUPATIONAL/CAREER PROGRAMS 
ACADEMIC (BACCALAUREATE AND GENERAL STUDIES) PROGRAMS 
COMMUNITY EDUCATION AND COMMUNITY SERVICE PROGRAMS 
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EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM PLANNING 



The planning of educational programs in the community colleges of 
Illinois Is a shared responsibility between the local Institutions and the 
state coordinating boards. The local institutions must survey their com- 
munities and respond to the educational needs of their prospective students, 
determine the manpower requirements In their immediate and surrounding areas, 
and assess the resources of the community in supporting various educational 
programs. The state coordinating boards (ICCB and IBHE) must coordinate 
educational program development from an overall statewide perspective. State 
coordination Is essential, not only for the orderly development of educational 
programs .throughout the state, but also to avoid the duplication of high-cost 
programs by neighboring institutions. 

The essential data needed for statewide planning of educational programs 
In the community colleges are an inventory of present programs, proposed 
program additions, and. proposed program deletions at each of th^ public com- 
munity colleges In Illinois. The RAMP/CC documents submitted by each college 
attempted to obtain tl^ese planning data. In examining the program development 
plans of the local institutions, the ICCB staff must consider the total develop 
ment in each program area statewide. Data about enrollment projections and man 
power needs at the local and state level must be considered. Manpower projec- 
tions such as the ones shown in the table on the next page are essential for 
statewide planning. Other criteria that must be considered are the relevance 
of the educational programs to help provide solutions to the problems of this 
decade, such as the energy shortage, the depletion of natural resources, the 
environmental pollution, the struggle for equal treatment of all human beings, 
and the search for world peace. The community colleges of Illinois will have 
to provide programs that are able to provide some insight Into current problems 
similar to the ones mentioned If they are going to continue to serve the needs 
of the people. 

• 

In October apd November of 1976, the ICCB staff conducted seven 
statewide and reg4.onal planning meetings across the State to Implement the 
approved policies', procedures, and guidelines for statewide and regional 
planning. At these meetings, ICCB staff shared the Intended progrmns to 
be Implemented In 1977 In all Illinois public community colleges. We esked 
that these requests be reviewed by neighboring community college districts 
and related State agencies so that colleges would be aware of potential 
program conflicts. These responses were compiled In a "Summary of the Status 
of Intended Programs" report and was distributed at the Illinois Council of 
Community College Administrators* 1976 Fall Conference. Community colleges 
then realized the status of their requested programs and the reservations 
neighboring community college districts or related State agencies had expressed 
regarding their program. The community colleges then began to meet on a local 
basis to discuss concerns with neighboring districts or contacted the Illinois 
Community College Board to discuss related concerns regarding their programs. 
Because of these meetings, community colleges are planning and cooperating 
future programs at the local level. It is our hope that this type of program 
planning and cooperation of occupational education will help to provide 
occupational education which is acceptable to all students in the State of 
Illinois .

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CLASSIFICATION AND DEFINITIONS FOR STATEWIDE AND 
REGIONAL INSTRUCTIONAL PROGRAM PLANNING 



District Program . A district program is defined as meaning a type of 
program which can be developed for all Illinois public community colleges if 
justified by employer demand, student interest, and available resources, 
(Example : secretarial science) 

Area Program . An area program is one which is dependent upon the 
needs of that geographical area. The number of programs in a region would 
be based upon a number of factors, including population centers, natural 
resources, location, industrial facilities, manpower needs, etc. The number 
of programs, if any, would vary within a specific area. An area program 
must allow space for students from other sections of the state. When access 
cannot be obtained by neighboring community colleges and a definite need can 
be demonstrated by the neighboring district, consideration would be given 
for ttie approval of the program by the ICCB. (Example: horticulture) 

Regional Program . A regional program is one which is so specialized 
that probably no more than one program would be approved for a region. A 
program designated as a regional program must allow space for students from 
the community colleges of that region, not just for the students in the dis- 
trict offering the program. Boundaries for the regions would roughly coincide 
with the boundaries used by the ICCTA as the nine planning regions for the 
State of Illinois. However, regional boundary lines shall not arbitrarily 
exclude students, and acceptance into a regional (or area) program may be 
based on conditions favoring student access (e.g., commuting time). Similarly, 
cooperative efforts between community college districts shall not be limited 
by arbitrary r gional designations, but may also be determined by conditions 
favoring student access. (Example: dental hygiene) 

Statewide Program . A statewide program would be one which is so 
specialized or : aique that only one or two such programs would be approved 
in the state for the students from all community college districts. A pro- 
gram designated as a statewide program must allow space for students from 
all parts of the state, not just for students in the district, region, or 
area offering the program. (Example: petroleum technology)

tricts where the sending college may re- 
ceive approval for the unit of instruc- 
tion and a limited number of courses.

B. proprietary Agreement ; Contractual 
agreement between an Illinois public 
community college and a proprietary 
school to provide services for com- 
munity college students. 

C. Consortium Agreement ; A contrac- 
tual agreement between two or more 
Illinois public community colleges or 
between a community college and another 
institution(s) of higher education. 
Each institution may have its own 
unique program but at the same time 
singular program approval is provided 
for all involved in the consortium. 
Each institution may award its own 
degree. 

D. Interstate Agreement ; A contrac- 
tual agreement between an Illinois 
public community college and an 
institution(s) outside the boundaries 
of the State of Illinois to provide 
educational services for Illinois 
residents.

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OCCUPATIONAL/CAREER PROGRAMS 



The following tables include a summary of information submitted to the 
Illinois Community College Board as a reflection of what occurred In 
Illinois public community college occupational programs and current and 
intended needs In occupational education in the state. 

Table 15 Is an analysis of the total number of units of Instruction In 
career education which were approved by the ICCB or its staff during the 
past three years. The chart has been divided into two major sections for 
each year, including those certificates and degrees approved by the Illinois 
Community College Board, and those certificates or degrees approved by ICCB 
staff as majors, minors, and options of previously approved units of Instruc- 
tion. Totals are provided both by college and by t3rpe of approval. 

Upon examining this document, you will find that in 1974, our staff approved 
100 majors, minors, or options and 221 new units of instruction were 
approved by the Illinois Community College Board for a total of 321 approved 
units. This level of approval was maintained in 1975 when 136 units were 
approved by the staff and .174 others were approved by the Illinois Community 
College Board for a total of 310 new units of instruction approved for 
that year. In 1976, the ICCB approved 44 AAS degrees and SI certificates 
or 125 units of instruction. ICCB staff approved JL8 AAS degrees and 5il 
certificates or 69 units of instruction as majors, minors, or options of 
previously approved units of instruction. Consequently, the total number 
of new units of instruction approved was 194 in vocational education. 
One must consider that 747 requests were made of which 241 are still 
pending dependent upon various factors before approval may be granted. 

Over the three year period, the ICCB staff approved 305 majors, minors, 
and options of previously approved units of instruction while the ICCB 
approved 526 new units of instruction for a total of 825 additional 
units of instruction in career education in the public community colleges 
of Illinois during 1974-76. 

Table 16 contains a listing of cavvcx --'^.structional programs approved 
by the ICCB prior to July 1. 1976, avO those programs which are intended 
to be offered at Illinois public community colleges, as reflected in 
Table 4.4 of the FY77 RAMP/CC documents. The symbol '^C" identifies 
programs approved in cooperation with another community college district; 
"D" Identifies currently approved programs designated as district by the 
local community college; "A" identifies currently approved programs 
designated as area by the local community college; *'R** identifies currently 
approved programs designated as regional by the local community college; 
"S" identifies currently approved programs designated as statewide by 
the local community college; ^'x" identifies currently approved programs 
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but not designated by the local community college; 'V identifies a 
program withdrawn during the past year; identifies an intended 

program to be implemented in the year indicated and classified 
District, Area, Regional, or Statewide; "(sj" identifies year the 
college intends to withdraw a""program. These designations have been 
proposed by officials from Illinois public community colleges and are 
not necessarily approved by the Illinois Community College Board or 
its staff. 

Table 17 lists approved cooperative agreements and their designations" 
at Illinois public community colleges which were approved by the staff 
of the Illinois Community College Board. The list of approved coopera- 
tive programs are those which are included in the official Illinois 
Community College Board master program inventory. Also, the listing 
of these approved programs is limited to those which are between public 
coniminity colleges in the State of Illinois and between Illinois public 
community colleges in neighboring states. Not included within this 
grouping are those cooperative agreements with interstate institutions, 
area vocational centers, and other public or private institutions. 

The list of cooperative agreements are those which have been "reported" 
to the Illinois Community College Board. This list is not all inclusive 
since the Illinois Public Community College Act allows the local community 
college district to engage in contractual agreements to provide for 
instructional services. With the control of such arrangements at the local 
level, the Illinois Community College Board is not always aware of these 
agreements. Therefore, these institutions may not have identified all of 
the contractual arrangements which exist in the State of Illinois. 
Conspicuous by their absence are agreements with interstate schools, 
secondary institutions, senior institutions, and correctional centers.

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FUTURE NEEDS FOR CAREER PROGRAMS 



During the past year, the Illinois Consnunity College Board staff 
has worked for the implementation of statewide and regional planning of occu- 
pational programs in Illinois public community colleges • The amount of cooper- 
ation and acceptance by the colleges of this program has been phenomenal* At 
the current time, every region in the State is meeting locally to solve occu- 
pational program concerns regarding neighboring districts. We feel this type 
of cooperation will aid in the avoidance of duplication of planning, competi- 
tiveness between districts, uid to work within limited fiscal resources, and 
aid to eliminate duplication of efforts in meeting identical manpower needs 
in occupational education in community colleges across the State. 

In order to implement the approved policies, procedures, and guide- 
lines for statewide and regioru l planning as approved by the Illinois Conmunity 
College Board at its March 21, 1976 Board meeting, the ICCB staff developed a 
schedule of time lines to be followed by comniunity colleges in order to Imple- 
ment prograiu: for the fall of 1977 by June of 1977. The ICCB staff held peven 
statewide ard regional planning meetings vit v-^ ous community colleges across 
the State to identify procedures which were be followed regarding program 
approval during the month of October. We asked that responses from neighboring 
community college districts be received in the ICCB office to requested programs 
from all community colleges. These responses were compiled in a Summary of the 
Sratus of Intended Programs and was distributed at the Illinois Council of 
Coramunity College Administrators* 1976 Fall Conference on Novembe-* 9, 1976. 

Because the community colleges then realized the status of their 
programs and the reservations neighboring districts or rela?:ad State agencies 
had expressed regarding their programs^ the community colleges began to meet 
on a local basis to discuss concerns with the neighboring districts or contacted 
the Illirois Community College Board to discuss State related concerns regarding 
their programs* 

One hundred eighty- five program requests have been ackncwledged as a 
part of Illinois Community College Board RAMP/CC report and has been received 
stibstsquenlly during the. months of Au,?^st through Deceuibi^r. 0£ these one hurdred 
eighty f'vc programs, sixty-Fix programs have been encouraged for future develop^ 
ment. These programs have been encouraged within a community college district, 
Forty-eight new instructional programs which have been encouraged for - 
development have beei? revi.ewed by neighboring coramunity college districts, th 
Illinois Board of Higher Education staff, DAVTE staff, and the ICCB with no 
reservations regarding t' : i inta^ion of the program. Upon review, it ap^ 
the college has provided adequ.^.e iustification for the program and needs to 
implement this program to provide educational K.rvice for a vocational need in 
the district. Forty-eigh*- will be developed as aew units of instruction and 
eighteen < major , minors, or options o< [previously approved programs. The 
remaining ono hundred nineteen programs have been acknowledged with some 
concerns: thirty-seven with minor concerns for additional information or a 
slight change in prograii classification; eighty- two with stronger concerns 
regarding adequate justification for the development of programs. 
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Of the one hundred nineteen programs which have been acknowledged 
with concerns, many colleges, when contacted by the ICCB staff, related they 
will probably not implement certain programs during the year due to budget 
limitations and funding programs. However, if these concerns are addressed 
and the college supplies the necessary information to answer these concerns 
to related State agencies or neighboring community college districts, then it 
is most likely that these programs will be encouraged for future development. 

At the present time, occupational education has been one of the 
fastest growing areas in the community college system. There are 3,207 of IC 
approved curricula at the various public community colleges in occupational 
education to provide educationaL services for vocational needs within the 
State of Illinois and the community college district. 

The Illinois Community College Board is also participating in a 
project funded by the Illinois Governor's Office of Manpower and Human 
Development for the coordination and cooperation of CETA activities within 
public community colleges. A portion of this project will include identifi- 
cation of CETA activities within community colleges, the development of a 
funding model for CETA, and the coordination of prin . sponsors and Illinois 
community college officials. 
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BACCALAURii:A'i;:-ORIENTED PROGRAMS 



All of the public community colleges offer baccalaureate-oriented courses 
xjhich give students an opportunity to complete the first two years of the 
baccalaureate degree in many subject areas. Since all of the public community 
colleges are locally administered, each community college has the autonomy to 
identify its programs as it wishes. As an example, two tables are attached 
which r>ive baccalaureate-oriented progr^mis for Illinois Central College and 
Black Hawk College-Quad Cities Campus in the following categories: programs 
defined in the ICCB-MIS sysUeir: programs identified in the college's RAMP 
report; programs identified in the college's general catalog; two-digit level 
REGIS discipline i;\ ^Mfied in MIS; and REGIS discipline two-digit level based 
on the college's M^ :er Course file. It can readily be seen that when this 
variety exists amonj; the colleges, it is difficult to list a program inventory. 

Table No, 18 lists the programs in the public community colleg^^ baaed on 
the two-digit level REGIS discipline number according to the college Master 
Course files. This table may be misleading to the reader because some of the 
two-digit le\jl disciplines will have a few courses while others will have 
many courses. Were the coding of the program to go to four REGIS numbering 
level, then programs could bo ident'fled; however, many of the colleges do not 
wish to do such. 

In Table No. 19 is listed the number of courses offered at each college 
in each in-GIS two-digit level discipline. This table is more meaningful; 
however, once again, it does not identify specific programs. 

Table lio. 20 identifies programs by the REGIS two digit level discipline 
as entered by the co n -ges i-^ ' le MIS systeiu according to major classification.

. far as the baccalaureate -oriented progr^im in the Illinois public 
comr-;..ity colleges is concerned, it is doubtful if many changes will be made 
during the next few years. It: is projected that the increase will be due to 
enrollment rather than courses. Many of the community colleges have a policy 
of studentr^ .leeting with a counselor and identifying programs that will 
articulate to senior institutions in a specific area of study. This procedure 
in reality provides the best counseling and t!:e best programming for the 
tudent. Should coding ad classification of programs in the baccalaureate 
-iented area become, more dpecific so that statewide directories could be 
.eveloped, specific direMions will need to be given to the respective colleges, 
because, at the present time, the naming and identification of programs are 
within the .^M^onomy of ^:.ach institution.

In Jul>r, 1976, 1,852 Vocational Skills courses were included In the 
Course Master File and all 39 districts in Illlnjls public community colleges. 
Because the ICCB approved a policy for the reclassification of coding of 
instructional offerings, 490 courses have either been withdrawn or reclassified 
into Other General Studies reflecting what is actually offered at the institution 
under the proper classification. This would make the current number of 
Vocational Skills courses approved for Vocational Skills 1,362 as listed in 
the ICCB Master File. Of the 490 courses either withdrawn or reclassified, 
127 courses were reclassified into **Other General Studies" area and 363 were 
wi thdrawn. 

The number of courses in each of these areas is constantly changing because 
colleges are adding and withdrawing courses to meet particular needs of the 
districts. It is always difficult to know how to classify courses under the 
areas. For example, all courses could be Personal Development. On the other 
hand, is Drl^^er Education a course in Health, Safety and Environmental Studies, 
or should it be classified as Development and Preparatory Skills — teaching a 
person to drive an automobile? 

Since the number of the courses is constantly changing, the colleges' 
RAMP reports and the projections of the ICCB staff do not see growth in this 
area in the number of courses as much as in the enrollment in such courses. 
The Increased enrollment in these general studies ar*eas is given in another 
section of this report. Projected enrollments in the 1978 RAMP/CC by the 
colleges in various classifications of General Studies are shown in Table 21. 



'Vocational Skills Courses and Remedial/Developmental courses were reclassified 
by the IC ,B so that they are no longer in the General Studies area; however, 

.since this reclassification occured after the RAMP/CC instructions went out to 
the colleges, they are all shown together in tills analysis.

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For Fiscal Year 1976, there was a proposed appropriation of $1,400,000 for Dis- 
advantaged Student rants and $1,200,000 for a special Disadvantaged Student Foirmula 
Grant for City Colleges of Chicago. As a result of reductions by the Governor In 
Senate Bill 471 by 6%, the Grants were reduced to $1,316,000 and the City Colleges of 
Chicago grant to $1,128,000. Basic formula grants for FY76 were made to each college 
on the same procedure that was used for FY75. This procedure was based on the college' 
percentage of the districts expenditures for student financial aid programs for disad- 
vantaged students from the Economic Opportunity Grants, College Work Study programs, 
and National Defense Student Loans with a minimum of $9,400 per district. 

Appropriations of $2, 708 ,40tt were provided for distribution to qualifying commun- 
ity college districts for disadvantaged student projects during FY77. The amount of 
State allocation provided a minimum formula grant of $10,000 for each community college 
district, not including City Colleges of Chicago. City Colleges of Chicago received a 
supplemental grant of $1,200,000. Spoon River College District did not receive HEW 
financial assistance during FY7 7 and thus received only the $10,000 formula grant. 
Also, HEW originally approved State Community College of East St. Louis to receive 
federal funds at the time the original allocation was made; funds were later released 
on the estimated HEW awards. The amount determined by this formula added to the 
$10,000 basic for each district was the amount awarded to each public community college 
district. 



In addition, supplemental funds In the amount of $84,558.90 In the Disadvantaged 
Student Grant program was provided by the General Assembly's override of the Governor 'i 
veto for FY77. The formula used for Identifying supplemental amounts was based on 
the formula utilized for FY76 allocations. In arriving at the percentages, Kaskaskla 
College, Spoon River College, and State Community College were not included In the 
total for the State. 

Disadvantaged s.tudent project grants are different for each grant and for each 
college, but the basic philosophy remains the same. During FY76, part clpating 
colleges reported special grant projects curved more than 54,000 Individuals; colleges 
also reported the number of student ci itact h urs during FY76 and the number of 
estimated student contact hours for F\*7. The so totals are FY76, 2,458,226 and for 
FY77, 2,826,071.

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PERSONNEL REQUIREMENTS IN THE COMMUNITY COLLEGES OF ILLINOIS 

The conmunlty colleges of Illinois depend very heavily on highly pro- 
fessional and well qualified personnel to meet the great challenges of providing 
educational offerings for the divergent needs of the people in the community. 
During 1976-77, the public community colleges employed a total of 17,565 teaching 
faculty, 624 administrative personnel, 683 student services personnel, 1522 
teachers and professionals in coimnunity education program'^, 612 instructional 
support personnel, 11 research personnel, and 8767 classified personnel. Hence, 
21,117 professional personnel and 8767 classified staff personnel for a total of 
29,884 persons are employed by the public community colleges in their regular pro- 
grams during 1976-77 (FY1977). An additional, 326 full-time equivalent professional 
staff and 661 full-time equivalent classified staff were employed by the community 
colleges through special grants and programs included in the colleges restricted 
purpose fund account. 

Since the salaries of the college personnel account for a major portion 
of the operating budgets of the public community colleges projecting anticipated 
professional and classified personnel requirements for future yt=ars is a very 
essential part of planning. To accurately predict resource requirements, it is 
necessary to know precisely how many personnel will be employed, the length 
of time for which they will be employed, and the rate of compensation. To pro- 
vide this type of data in a simple and concise form in the RAMP/CC document, it 
was essential to provide a common definition of a full-time equivalent staff 
based on a uniform length of time. The Staff Year is defined to be one full-time 
staff employed for a full 12 month contract. This definition is used by all 
colleges to report and project their personnel requirements. The data presented 
in this section attempts to show the present and future personnel requirements 
for the Illinois public community colleges. 

Table 24 on page 74 shows a state summary of RAMP/CC table 2.0 
completed by each of the public community colleges of Illinois. This table 
shows the number of full-time and part-time personnel by each of the various 
ICCB Uniform Accounting Manual Object Codes. In addition, a full-time equivalency 
based on a full 12 month year (Staff Year) is reported for each category. The 
**Staff Year" data is most useful because it can be utilized in calculating the 
resource needs and the cost of these needs on a comparable and accurate basis. 
Using the "Staff Year" definition, two half-time personnel are equated to one 
full-time personnel for the same period of time. Hence, simply multiplying 
the number of staff years by the rate of compensation will determine the resource 
requirements. 

Table 25 on page 75 shows the state projection of all the expenditures 
for salaries by category. This data is the total of all the community colleges 
as reported on Table 2.1 of the RAMP/CC docjiment. The total salary expenditures 
in the community colleges for the current year are $195.6 million from operating 
fund and an additional $4.9 million from restricted purposes funds. Hence, 
the total salary expenditures of the community colleges will exceed $200 million 
during FY1977.

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COLLEGE ANTICIPATED TEACHING FACULTY REQUIREMENTS 



Table 27 on the next page shows the anticipated teaching faculty 
requirements in Staff Years for each of the public community college ^ 
districts in Illinois from 1975-76 through 1981-82. These data were 
submitted by the colleges via Table 2.0 of the RAMP/CC documents^ 
The projection data for 1976-77 through 1981-82 show that the colleges 
expected to have increases in faculty requirements of 5.0Z in 1976-77, 
3.8% in 1977-78 and tapering off to 2,7% by 1981-82. This is very consistent 
with the enrollment increases projected by the community colleges for the next 
five years. 

The trend during the past few years seems to be that the uumber 
of full-time teaching faculty is remaining very stable but the number 
of part-time faculty is increasing considerably. This trend seems to be 
in congruence with the increase in student enrollments. In colleges that 
experience enrollment decrease, the number of part-time faculty decreases while 
the nmber of full-time faculty still remains stable. The table below shows a 
summary of the faculty requirements xn the community colleges for 1976-77 and 
1981-82.

Table 33 on the next page shows the number of personnel staff 
years reported by each community college in each of the four categories 
teaching faculty, executive and administrative personnel, instructional 
support personnel, and student services personnel for 1976-77 the RAMP/CC 
document. Column 5 shows the total staff years for these foui categories 
vhile Column 6 through Columa 9 shows the percent that each one of the four^ 
categories is of the total of the four. The RAMP/CC data requested the 
classification by using Uniform Accounting Manual object codes. These codes 
are consistently used in the instructional teaching and student services 
categories, however, the distinctions between administrative and instructional 
support categories is not as clear nor consistently used by the colleges. 
Hence, these two categories must often be analyzed together. 

In comparing colleges, one im.ist have a knowledge of each college's 
classification system before valid conclusions can be reached. The table 
below shows a summary of the comparison.

Table 35 on the next page shows an analysis of the number of Fall 
1976 students per each staff year teaching faculty, student services, personnel, 
instructional support personnel, and administrative personnel in the Illinois 
public community colleges for 1976-77. Since the staff year definition is com- 
parable from college to college, this analysis provides a rather useful way 
of looking at the relative number of students being served by each of these 
types of personnel. Of course, some functions must be performed regardless 
of the number of students enrolled. Hence, we would expect the small institutions 
to require more personnel in proportion to the number of students than the large 
institutions.

After the personnel requirements are determined, It Is possible to 
project the salary expenditures for these personnel. The projections 
reported by the colleges are submitted In constant dollars so that 
different Inflation factors can later be applied to this data for deter- 
mining the statewide resource needs. The staff year definition Is again very 
useful for projecting the salary expenditures. From Tables 24 and 25 on pages 
70 and 71 , It Is possible to determine the average salary cost per staff year 
in each category. This can then be utilized In projecting the salary coats 
after the personnel requirements are known. 

The tables on the next two pages show the projected expenditures fo^ 
personnel salaries for each community college through FY1982. Table 37 on 
page 83 shows the projected expenditures from regular operating funds while 
Table 38 on page 84 shows additional expenditures for salaries from the 
restricted purposes fund. 

The table below shows the state average salary cost per staff year 
(full-time - 12 month equivalent) personnel by category and the salary 
cost per academic year FTE (9/12 of a staff year) for the current year 
FY1977. This data was obtained by dividing the salary costs reported by 
the colleges In RAMP/CC, Table 2*1 by the number of staff years reported In 
RAMP/CC, Table 2.0.

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SUMMARY OF PERSONNEL REQUIRIrlMENTS 



The community colleges in their RAMP/CC documents indicate that they 
are expanding their part-time teaching staffs to accommodate the increased 
student enrollments. ^Since most of the increase student enrollments in the 
community colleges are in the form of non- traditional adult students attending 
on a part-time basis during the evenings, the use of part-time teaching faculty 
for these students has many merits. Many of the best qualified instructors 
are available, on a part-time basis, only because they are engaged in another 
full-time business or career. Such instructors are a most valuable asset 
to the community colleges and to the students who take their courses. On 
the other hand, it is often difficult to find well qualified part-time in- 
structors to teach highly specialized or advanced courses. Community colleges 
must continue to stress quality instruction for which they are so well known. 
In so doing, they must use both full-time and part-time instructors to teach 
evening and off-campus courses. The criteria should be which type of instructor 
is the best qualified to teach a given class. It seems that the community 
colleges should develop ways of assigning regular !:vll-time faculty to teach 
night classes as a part of their regular assignment. In addition, highly quali- 
fied part-time instructors should teach some day classes. This procedure is 
used in a few of the colleges and it seems to provide a very rewarding experience 
for teachers as well as students. 

When analyzing the projection of personnel requirements by the public 
community colleges in their RAMP/CC documents, the projections are very 
realistic and parallel the projected increases in student enrollments during 
the next five years. Should enrollment projections not materialize, most 
community colleges can readily adjust their personnel requirement by not 
hiring as many part-time staff. Hence, the number of full-time personnel would 
remain rather stable even if the community colleges would face enrollment 
decreases. Since the proportion of full-time staff is rather small in the 
community college, this tjrpe of adjustment could usually be accomplished without 
the need of discontinuing any tenured full-time employees. 
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Operating Finance 

Introduction 

The public Junior college system came Into existence by legislative 
enactment on July 15, 1965. ThlH legislation set flat grant funding at 
the rate of $11.50 per semester credit hour for Class I Junior colleges. 
These levels of funding and this method of distribution were used during 
the 74th and 75th blennla (fiscal years 1966 through 1969). The funding 
totaled $24.7 million and $40.9 million respectively for the two blennla. 

Since only Class I colleges were still In operation, a single flat 
rate of $15.50 per semester credit hour was adopted for F\ 1970, resulting 
In an appropriation of $34.8 million. The $15.50 rate was maintained for 
FY 1971 and totaled $42.3 million. 

The funding plan adopted by the 77th General Assembly for FY 1972 
maintained a flat rate grant of $15.50 per semester credit hour ($48.2 million) 
but added $1.05 million for equalization funding for certain qualifying 
districts, making a total appropriation of $49.2 million. 

In FY 1973 the flat grant rate was increased to $16.50 per semester 
credit hour and an additional $2.50 was funded for each semester credit hour 
in non-business occupational programs. The respective appropriations tot41ed 
$54.2 million and $1.5 million. Equalization funding was retained and increased 
to a total of $1.4 million. Grants were also provided for approved public 
service and disadvantaged student programs ($750,000 and $1.4 million respectively) 
bringing the total FY 1973 appropriation to $59.1 million. 

During FY 1974, with the aid of a $1.54 million deficiency approprlationy 
flat grants were paid to community colleges at a rate of $18.50 per semester 
credit hour and supplemental non-business occupational grants were increased 
to $5.00 per semester credit hour and totaled $65 million and $3.34 million 
respectively. For the first time a small amount ($78,600) was appropriated 
for instruction of inmates at correctional institutions. Equalization funding 
($2.22 million) and special categorical funding for disadvantaged students 
($1»4 million) and public service ($750,000) continued, although the funding 
bases were altered somewhat. The total FY 1974 appropriation was $72.8 million. 

During FY 1975 funds were appropriated which were intended to produce 
the following semester credit hour rates and totals: (1) flat grants were 
expected to increase to $19.20, totaling $67.4 million; (2) supplemental 
non-business occupational grants were to increase to $5.80, totaling $3«8 million; 
(3) equalization funding was expected to total more than $2.8 million; (4) 
funding for instruction at correctio»»al institutions was to amount to 
$100,000; and (5) funding for public service and for disadvantaged student 
programs was to remain at the same levels appropriated for FY 1973 and FY 1974 
($750,000 and $1.4 million respectively). Because of a dramatic spring 1975 
enrollment increase, causing annual apportionment FTE enrollments to increase 
from an expected 117,000 to nearly 141,000, a supplemental appropriation was 
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sought to allow apportionment claims to be paid at the prescribed rates. 
However, since $16 million was needed and since just over $10 million was 
provided, flat grant pa3mients, totaling $76.7 million, had to be prorated 
at $18.12 per semester credit hour, marking the first time community colleges 
had not been funded at the full rates upon which the appropriation was based. 
Because of the deficiency appropriation, supplemental non-business occupational 
grants were increased to $4.4 million and paid at the prescribed $5.80 rate 
while equalization pa3mients totaled $3.15 million. Other grants were 
unaffected. The total appropriation for FY 1975, including the deficiency 
appropriation, was $86.5 million. 

Funds were appropriated for FY 1976 which were expected to provide the 
following rates and amounts of funding: 

(1) variable flat grants semester credit hour rates totaling 
$82.4 million as follows-- 



(a) $19.20 for summer 1975 baccalaureate and occupational 
courses, summer 1975 general studies courses and fall 
1975-spring 1976 baccalaureate and occupational courses 
(specified at $21,70 in SB 471); 

(b) $18.00 for fall 1975-spring 1976 remedial/developmental 
and vocational skills courses (specified at $19.20 in 
SB 471); aud 

(c) $17.61 for fall 1975-spring 1976 other general studies 
courses; 

(2) $5.80 for supplemental non-business occupational semester 
credit hours totaling $4.6 million; 

(3) $3.1 million for equalization grants; 

(4) $705,000 for public service grants; and 

(5) $117,500 for grants for instructional programs at 
correctional institutions. 

The appropriation for FY 1976 totaled $93.4 million. Since the appropriation 
was based on an anticipated FTE enrollment of 145,000 and enrollments reached 
nearly 170,000 and since no deficiency appropriation was received, claims 
have had to be prorated at the following rates: 



Summer Baccalaureate/Occupational $16.82 
Summer General Studies 16.60 
Fall-Spring Baccalaureate/Occupational 16.00 
Fall-Spring Remedial/Developmental- 
Vocational Skills 16.50 
Fall-Spring Other General Studies 14.95 
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Also, supplemental non-business occupational rates were prorated to $4.75 
and equalization rates to 73% of the rates in the appropriation bill. 

A special "Blue Ribbon" Connnittee appointed by the Illinois Board of 
Higher Education met in 1974 and early 1975 to study community college 
finance. The major outcome of their deliberations was to develop a formula 
providing differential funding based on the unit cost of the various 
disciplines. Funds have been appropriated for FY 1977 which include the 
following grants and rates based on the "Blue Ribbon" plan: 

(1) Credit hour grants as follows — FY 77 



totaling $100,692,400 (only $98,033,581 is available for 
distribution) ; 

(2) Equalization grants totaling $6,343,800 (only $6,217,932 
is available for diStributijJtO ; and 

,.»• 

(3) Disadvantaged student grants totaling $2,900,000 (only 
$2,792,959 is available for distribution). 

A complete history of appropriations to the ICCB, both for expenses of 
the central office and for distribution to the colleges in the system and 
a listing of apportionment funding rates since FY 1966 is summarized in 
Table 39. 

Determination of Operating Resource Requirements 

The two principal sources of information utilized in determining current 
resource requirements for purposes of presenting a systemwide operating budget 
request are the Unit Cost Study and RAMP/CC. The following information 
represents the data extracted from those two sources and used to justify 
the funds requested for FY 1978. 

The procedure used to determine resource requirements is to (1) calculate 
current (FY 76) unit costs, (2) estimate the impact of inflation on guch 
costs two years later (FY 78), and apply such inflated costs to projected 
enrollments (credit hours.) for FY 78. The following is a representation 
of steps (1) and (2) and the assumptions used in determining the projected 
impact of inflation.

The preliminary judgement of the ICCB staff, based on a reviex^- of Chase 
Economics , Wall Street Journal , and Higher Education Prices and Price Indexes , 
was that general price increases will be 6 ,5%, utility increases 15%, and salary 
increases 7,5% (7% for faculty and administrators and 9% for civil service 
personnel) for an overall average of 7,5%, Hence, after applying a factor of 
3,5% for increases for FY 1977 (based on known revenue availability), an 
additional 7,5% was applied for FY 1978, ah effective two-year . increase of 
11.26%, A subsequent Illinois Board of Higher Education estimate is a two-year 
increase of 10,34%, and this estimate has been accepted by the Illinois 
Community College Board, ^ 

The third step necessary to determine resource requirements is to project 
enrollments (credit hours) for FY 1978 so that inflated unit costs may be applied 
to them, 

y 

Table 41 shows the actual FY 1976 enrollments by funding category l^' 
The ICCB originally projected increases of 3% for FY 1977 and 5% for FY 1978 . 
(totaling 185,500 FTE) but has accepted the IBHE projection of 184,000 FTE, 
(RAMP/CC estimates for FY 1978 totaled 196,509 FTE,) Table 42 displays the- 
enrollment projections of 184,000 FTE students by the eight fundingT . 
categories, ^ 

Total resource requirements are then determined by multiplying the 
projected statewide weighted mean unit cost by the projected credit hours 
for FY 1978, This results in a total estimated resource requirement of 
$297,641,800,^

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Estimation of Local, State, and Federal Rer .f^v' co / ailability 

The principal basis for estimation of resource availability from (a) 
local taxes and chargebacks, (b) student tuicion, and (c) other revenue 
sources such as Division of Adult and Vocational Education (DAVTE) , federal 
funds, etc. is the RAMP/CC document. After all such estimates are calculated 
and sutraned, that figure is subtracted from resource requirements to determine 
the residual, state apportionment and grant funding responsibilities- 
Table 43 provides a summary of college estimates of total revenue from all 
sources and total expenditures. This information was summarized from all 
RAMP/CC submissions. 

Tax and Chargeback Revenue - Since most districts receive revenue from 
local tax levies in two different years, and roughly in equal proportions, 
estimates of FY 1978 tax revenue must take into account levies made 
against both the 1976 and 1977 equalized assessed valuations (EAV) . (Roughly 
half the levy against the 1976 EAV will not be received until early in FY 1978 
and half the levy against the 1977 EAV will be received in late FY 1978.) 
This calculation procedure is shown in Table 44 as equalized assessed 
valuations projected in RAMP/CC by each district are applied to tax rates 
projected in RAMP/CC by each district. It should also be noted that the 
tax rates presented in Table A4 reflect two adjustments — one for transfer 
of operating revenues to non-operating funds (e.g. the site and construction 
fund) and another (minus Ic) for support of public service activities. 
The latter adjustment is in lieu of a direct state grant for public service 
activities and has the effect o^ reducing the standard local contribution 
and hence raising the credit hour grants, thereby providing indirect state 
financial support. Tax and chargeback revenue estimates totaled $85. 2 million. 

Additional adjustments made by the ICCB for determination of estimated 
local tax and chargeback revenue are a deduction for permanently uncollecLable 
taxes (see Table 45 for an estimate of such losses) and an addition of 
non-community college district chargeback revenues. Inter-district charge- 
back revenues are not recorded since on a statewide basis they should net 
cv;t to zero revenue. These adjustments reduced tax and chargeback revenue estimates 
to $?;* . 6 million. 

The procedure utilized Dy the IBHE to estimate tax and chargeback revenues, 
as outlined in Table 46, was to apply a standard (median) tax rate of 19c 
to the EAV for the entire system. Adjustments were then made for deduction 
of public service activities, deduction of collection losses, and addition 
of chargeback revenue from non-district territories. An additional deduction 
was made for the amount of equalization funding recommended since that is 
considered to be funding to districts in lieu of unavailable local tax revenue. 
Their estimates of net tax and chargeback revenues totaled $80.5 million. 

Tuition and Fee Revenue - Colleges' RAMP/CC estimates of tuition and 
fee (those fees assessed uniformly and wliich are used for operating expenditure 
purposes) revenues total $64.5 million. However these estimates were based 
on achieving enrollment levels estimated in RAMP/CC of 196,509 FTE. Since 
the colleges' enrollment projections were. made (generally in July 1976), 
the enrollment picture changed so that most estimates were not realized 
during the fall term. The estimates of tuition and fee revenue were thus 
reduced in accordance with an original ICCB estimate of 185,500— about 5.6%

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less than the projections which were to generate $64.5 million or approximately 
$61 million. ^ 

The ICCB had also set a limit on "countable" tuition and fee revenue 
of 20% of the projected unit cost for any one year since it felt that tuition 
and fee revenue should not continue to increase and "subsidize" the state 
credit hour grant. In calculating FY 1978 tuition and fee revenues, the 20% 
of projected unit cost for FY 1978 amounted to $59.9 million in total or 
$10.77 per semester credit hour, which is slightly less than the estimate 
of actual receipts, $61 million. 

Again the IBHE estimated tuition and fee revenue by applying a standard 
(median) tuition and fee rate to the number of credit hours projected for 
FY 1978. This calculation, sho\m in Table 46, totals $66.2 million. ^ 

E stimation of Federal and Other State (Non-ICCB) Resource Availability 

In estimating "other state" and federal revenue, it was necessary to 
look at both operating and restricted purposes fund revenue estimates since 
much of the restricted purpose fund revenue is used in calculating instructional 
unit costs and therefore generates resource requirement estimates. Based on 
an analysis of several RAMP/CC tables, it was estimated that 75% of 
restricted purpose funds received from the "other state" and federal sources 
was used for generation of credit hours. Hence 75% of total restricted purposes 
fund estimates were added to the total operating fund estimates to generate 
the $8,977,000 and $11 589,000 estimates for federal and "other state" 
Sources respectively. 

Determination of ICCB Apportionment and Grant Responsibility (Including DAVTE) 

After estimates of available local (including tuition and fee), federal, 
and "other state" revenues were calculated and summed, this total was sufctractedL 
from projected total resource needs to determine the responsibility of the 
state for credit hour and special grants (including vo-tech grants from 
the Illinois Office of Education-Division of Adult and Vocational Education — 
DAVTE). A procedure is outlined in Table 47 showing an ICCB credit hour 
grant responsibility of $108,173,000.^ Table 48 shows the basis for determina- 
tion of how this money will be distributed in terms of variable credit hour 
grants for each funding category and Table 49 shows the approximate total 
distribution of funds by category, both for basic enrollments and for enroll- 
ment growth realized in FY 1978. 

Summary 

The flat grant rate apportioned to community colleges increased from 
$11.50 (per semester credit hour) initially in FY 1966 to $15.50 in FY 1970, 
from $15.50 to $16.50 in FY 1973 and from $16.50 to $18.50 in FY 1974 in 
recognition of the increased cost of operation brought about in part by 
inflation. Then in F/ 1975, after the General Assembly failed to provide 
enough supplemental funds, flat grant rates were prorated from the proposed 
$19.20 to $18.12 — a reduction from the previous year. The General Assembly

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failed to provide any supplemental funds in FY 1976 and credit hour grants 
were prorated from $18.93 (average of three rates) to $16.15 — in spite of 
the fact that the Governor had included a $21,70 figure in his initial 
budget. In FY 1977, if enrollments increase only to a projected 176,500 PTE, 
credit hour grants will be paid at an average of $18,51, which Includes 
the funds formerly paid out as supplemental vo-tech rates. Should these rates 
be excluded for comparative purposes with previous years, the average credit 
hour grant rate would be approximately $17.50, 

In summary, in the three-year period of FY 1974-FY 1977 state credit 
hour grant support per student has decreased nearly 5.5% in a period when 
inflation has Increased by approximately 25% ! To further compound the 
problem, local tax revenue per student has steadily diminished since assess- 
ments have not increased nearly in proportion to enrollments. The inevitable 
effect of such reduced state and local revenue is to force tuition rates 
higher and also to force community college districts into various forms of 
indebtedness. Tuition has increased in all but seven districts between 
FY 197A and FY 1977 with several increasing more than 100%, Colleges have 
also reported in RAMP/CC deficits in the form of working cash funds, tax 
anticipation warrants, and general obligation notes of more than $57 million 
in FY 1976, $70 million in FY 1977, and $77 million in FY 1978 as shown in 
Table 50. Some significant increases in resource availability (hopefully, 
in part, from the state) must be realized in the near future or the student 
will be the victim since quality must surely be diminished.

Introduction 

Since Its Inception In I965j the Illinois public community college 
system has expanded to Include 39 districts with 51 separate colleges. 
Including an experimental district at East St. Louis financed entirely 
by state funds. All but seven of the colleges have some permanent facilities 
completed, under construction, or approved and financed In part with state 
funds and three of these, by design, may never require permanent Instructional 
facilities. 

Chapter 122, Section 105 of the Illinois Revised Statutes sets forth 
a funding plan providing approximately 75% state and 25% local financing 
of construction projects, (Federal funds count toward the 75SJ state share,) 
As shown in Table 51, the state has thus far contributed $355 million 
toward providing public community colleges with permanent facilities, 
(Federal and local contributions are summarized in Tables 52 and 53 respectively •) 
Table SA-^'ahowr that these $355 million in state funds have provided over 9.7 million 
gross. square feet (GSF) of completed permanent space. (Another 1 million GSF 
of space Is either under construction or approved to begin construction.) 
Procedure 38.22 of the Illinois Community College Board's Manual of Policies, 
Procedures and Guidelines sets forth the formula by which snare will be 
allocated to colleges in accordance with their enrollments i lat formula 
provides space as follows: 

Up to 1500 on-campus day FTE students - 110 GSF per student 
1500-3000 on-campu3 day FTE students - 100 GSF per student 
Over 3000 on-campus day FTE studantn - 90 GSF per student 

Except 

For each on^campus day FTE student in .lupational lab classes - 140 GSF per student 

This provides an overall average of 117-120 GSF per on-campus day FTE 
student. As shown in Table 55, a significant number of colleges are below 
this figure. While some additional space has been added, significant 
enrollment increases were realized in FY 1976 so that the overall statewide 
space per student has not changed significantly. Projects are being recommended 
for FY 1978 to correct this situation, at least in part. 

Capital Resource Requirements 

The basis for all capital budget recommendations is the information 
provided in RAMP/CC. Colleges are required (1) to provide an inventory of 
existing space, (2) to present current and projected enrollment data to which 
the space allocation formula can be applied, and (3) then to request projects 
to meet any additional space needs that may exist. The inventory of space 
as taken from RAMP/CC is summarized in Table 54. The ICCB summarizes 
enrollment/space needs data in two parts — that space needed to accommodate 
current enrollments and that needed to accommodate projected (three years

Column 1 shows the 
original ICCB recommendations prior to the time the disposition of projects 
previously vetoed by Governor Walker (Categories I and II) were known. 
Column 2 shows the revised ICCB recommendations after action was taken 
by the Illinois General Assembly to override the Governor's vetoes on 
several projects in December 1976 and after the Richland Community College 
bond referendum failed. Column 3 shows the IBHE recommendations of January 
1977. 

Since funding was requested by the community colleges for many projects 
which did not meet enrollment or other justifiable requirements for FY 1978, these 
projects had to be deferred until FY 1979 or thereafter. A listing of such 
projects is included in Table 59. It should be noted that several colleges 
requested reimbursement for a large number of small, locally-funded projects; 
therefore, the 206 projects totaling more than $80 million recommended for 
deferral is in no way an indication of major new construction projects 
deferred. 

Based on an ICCB staff analysis. Table 6C provides an estimate of 

(1) projected space and funding needs for the next three fiscal years and 

(2) projected operation and maintenance costs for the additional space 
during that period of time. While the estimate is based on a three-year 
ICCB staff projection, if enrollments continue to level off in the next 
few years as they have in FY 1977, it is possible that Table 60 represents 
space needs for the next five or more years.

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COMMUNITY COLLEGE EDUCATIONAL OUTCC.IES 

In educational planning, It Is just as essential to plan for the 
educational outcomes produced by the educational Institution as It Is to 
plan for needed programs, personnel and fiscal resources. Planning for 
educational outcomes helps In the .malysls and clarification of Institutional 
goals and gives direction to everyone concerned with the educational process. 
Educational outcomes are by no means easy to identify and even more difficult 
to measure even in traditional institutions. The challenge of identifying 
and measuring educational outcomes in the community colleges is extremely more 
difficult because of the non-traditional nature of the purposes of the com- 
munity college and because of the non-traditional students that the community 
colleges serve. 

It is essential that community colleges identify their own educational out- 
comes in both objective (quantitative) and subjective (qualitative) terms. 
Planning should take place to achieve both quantitative as well as the qualitative 
educational outcomes. Although it is difficult to adequately, measure the quali- 
tative educational outcomes with our present research resources, this is no reason 
to either dismiss the Importance of qualitative educational outcomes or to fall 
to measure the quantitative educational outcomes. 

In traditional higher education institutions, it is common to measure 
educational outcomes in terms of degrees produced because Indeed almost everyone 
enrolled in these institutions is seeking a degree. This measure, by l-self, is 
very inadequate for the community colleges because the objectl es of the majority 
of community college students are other than degree oriented. The objectives of 
community college students are many and varied. Often students achieve their 
objectives by finishing one course or less. 

The educational outcomes of the public ser\ice programs in the community 
colleges certainly could not be measured in terms of degrees nor even in terms 
of credit hours produced since neither degrees nor credit hours are produced 
in this area. 

The difficulty of r-asurlng the educational outcomes in the community 
colleges is understandable but the need for these measures is very great. Tl^e 
RAMP/CC document proposed some possible measures of educational outcomes which 
are somewhat different than the measures used by traditional institutions. In 
addition to measuring the number of degrees and' cerLiflcates produced, other 
measures of educational outcomes are the following: 

Instructional Areas 

1. number of students completing degree or certificate programs; 

2. number of occupational skills completers produced; 

3. number of student credit hours produced; 

4. number of unduplicated students enrolled in courses during the year. 

5. number of duplicated student course enrollments. 

Community Education (non-credit) Courses 

number of students enrolled in community education courses during the year; 
number of student contact hours of instruction produced; 
number of Continuing Education Units (a C.E.U. unit is defined as 10 
student contact hours of instruction in non-credit courses) produced 
annually.

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Community Service Areas 

1. number of participants Involved In the colleges' community service 
program seminars and activities (this often Involves some carefully 
designed technique for estimation); 

2. number af participant hours produced in the community service area 
annually. 

Admittedly, the above measures of educational outcomes of the community 
colleges are still Inadequate. However, they are much better than what Is pre- 
sently available and arm greatly needed to verify the statewide effort of the 
community colleges in such areas as community education and community service. 
Other efforts, such as the Statewide Follow-Up Studies of Community Cn l'icpe 
Students in Illinois ^ are attempting to obtain other measures of educationli^l out- 
comes which will provide qualitative measures in several areas* Suchi studies are 
attemp.ting to determine the objective of the students for enr' lllnji at the com- 
munity colleges r.nd whether or not these objectives were achieved. Hence, if a 
student enrolls in one course to help him with his accounting skills for his job 
and completer the course with his objective met, he will be considered as a 
student meriting his objective rather than as a dropout. Follow-up studies are 
attempting to find out how successful the community colleges are in helping the 
students achieve their objectives whether these objectives are short-term or 
long-term. 

Although adequate measures of educational outcomes in the Illinois public 
community colleges are presently in the developmental stage, there is a con- 
siderable effort being made to attempt to identify, define and measure at least 
some of the educational outcomes. Educational planning should Involve not only 
projecting the educational outcomes, but provisions for the measuring and evalua- 
tion of these outcomes as well. Considerably more effort will have to be given 
to this area for the community colleges to adequately show the benefits. which they 
provide to their students and the people in their communities. The people of 
Illinois, through their legislature, have an excellent record of providing needed 
resources which serve the educational needs of the citizens. The more objective 
and visible the educational outcomes are, the more support the community college 
will obtain^ In areas where the community colleges have difficulty shoving 
educational outcomes, the public has serious doubts in providing the resources 
which are requested. Hence, the development of better measures of educational 
outcomes of the community college are essential if continued public support is 
desired. 
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COMMUNITY COLLEGE C'^'COMES IN INSTRUCTIONAL AREAS 



Tables 62 and 63 on the follow pages show the institutional 

outcomes in instructional areas for Illi lie Carairunity Colleges which 

were reported in the RAMP/CC document. 1^ aown are # of Students Served, Student 

Semester Credit Hours Generated by Degree Credit Courses, the number of 
Student Semester Credit Hours Produced by Proficiency Examinations, the 
number of AsscciLC' -agrees Awarded, the number of Certificates Awarded 
and the number ( 2')ents who Completed the major part of their Occupational 
Program to quc^ ' "Occupational Skill Completers". 

Table 62 shows these outcomes data for each community college for 
r.he past year (1975-76) while Table 63 on page 125 shows the projected out- 
comes data for each community college for the next year (1977-78). It must 
be poiAtad out that the definition of an occupational skill completer is rot 
standardlsred throughout the state. Although the Division of Vocational 
Technic&T Education collects data on occupational skill completers, community 
colleges have a difficult time in determining who is and who is not a skills 
completer, llosz colleges consider a student to be a Skill Completer if he 
or she finishes two- thirds of the required skill courses in a given program 
and is employable in that area. This is a very important output measure that 
all community colleges should obtain. 

The summary table below shows a comparison of the state totals 
reported in each of the outcomes categories by the community colleges for 
the year 1975-76 and the year 1977-78.

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OUTCOMES OF NON-CREDIT EDUCATIONAL PROGRAMS 



The community colleges also have extensive programs in the 
areas of community education, community service and limited programs in 
funded organized research which must be included when considering all 
outcomes of community colleges. 

Organized research function in the community colleges is 
a very minor part in the community colleges in the state. The number of 
organized research projects receiving funding during 1975-76 was 29 
and the amount of funding received for these projects was $111,244. 

Table 65 on the nex page shows the annual outcomes reported 
by the colleges in their RAMP/Cr document for the non-credit community 
education courses and community ervice activities for 1975-76 and 1977-78 
The outcomes measures shown in this table are the number of students in 
community education courses, the number of student course enrollments 
in community education courses, the estimated number of participant hours 
in community service activities and the estimated number of unduplicated parti- 
cipants in community service activities* This data shows the extensive involv- 
r)a \t. f the community colleges in community education and community s^^rvlce 
ac. vxM'er. For example, during 1975-76 t;he community colleges serve , over 
7/, )0 sti'isnts by non-credit community education courses and over 327,000 
^r^'-iductls participated in community service activities sponsored by 

-ru.'f iivy colleges. The community colleges are projecting increases in 
both of ii^ese areas.

Table 6^ on the next page shows the number of students enrolled in 
community education and community service offerings and/or activities at each 
of the public conmunity colleges in Illinois. The table shove a distribution 
into conmunity education offerings and comnunity service activities and by sex. 
Several community colleges report no non-credit community education enrollments 
at their colleges. In most of these colleges, non-credit classes are not 
offered. Several community colleges have not reported enrollments in community 
service activities. Although all colleges have community service programs, 
some colleges have not developed the capability of recording enrollments in 
these programs. This is an area that deserves much more attention by these 
colleges in order that basic ouf:n"t measures of community service programs 
can be shown. 

Table 66 shows that the total number of persons se-ved In the public 
community colleges of Illinois during the Fall of 1975 was 512.091, an increase 
of 176,489 (52.67o) from the 335,602 grand total reported in the Fall of 1974. 
Of the 512,091 total persons enrolled, 316,876 were enrolled in credit instruc- 
tional program areas and 1^5,215 in non-credit community education and community 
service offerings and/or activities. The increase in the instructional program 
areas was 23.17', vhilc. the increase in the commun^tv education and community 
service area was 149.5%.

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SIJ>!MARY AND CONCLUSIONS 



The educational plans for the system of llllnolB Coinmunlty Colleges 
presented in this document were developed by the Illinois Community Collcgo 
Board staff as a cumulative effort following the RAMP/CC submissions by the 
conmunity colleges* Although the local RAMP/CC subraiasiona serve several 
other purposes, .inch af? appropriation requ. nte tor both capital and opera- 
ting funds, they .il ; tnv primary input of planning data from the local In- 
stitutions whicli c Mential for statewide planning. Since this planning 
docurncnt: was ht:,\ Ly baaed on data wh^ch were submitted by the community 
colleges, it • " plans of the local rollci^es and is limited by the 

accuracy and ^ of the data submitted by each institution. 

This m» h' prep ring a statewide master plan for the public com- 

munity collcp^ui* v.t;. ^ Murve many useful purposes. For example, the statewide 
master plati av>t?8 i^r-^frate an approach to educational planning which in- 
volves a careen) dfiscription and analysis of the present status, a considera- 
tion of cu .. a^^^ future needs, and a projection of future programs, student 
enrollmenr^ Personnel, facilities, and fiscal resources. This approach 
to plannitt . .ecognizes that planning in one area such as programs is pure 
folly without making appropriate plans in all the other n eas which are 
affected. The Resource Allocation and Management Plan (RAMP) emphasizes 
the interdependence of all areas and proposes educational planning in which 
all resources must fit the educational plan. In this approach to planning, 
it is essential that personnel from all levels of the college administration, 
as well as from all divisions within the institution, must be involved. 
This involvement is always necessary when plans are m^^ide to achieve major 
institutional goals such as the onos set in master plans. 

The ICCB Statewide Master Plan shows that the community college system 
will continue to grow and expand during the next five years. The student 
enrollments in the community colleges will continue to increase but at a slower 
rate than in the previous few years. The number of educational programs will 
continue to increase In the occupational/career areas and change somewhat in 
other areas. The building programs at most of the colleges are expected to 
be essential iv comp ted during the next five years. Operating expenditures 
vill also Incr case. r\ Ithough stabilizing enrollments will decrease the 
funding problem at the state level, the community collages will have 
increased financial needs due to inflation and limited local tax revenue* 
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The following list provides a summary of the conclusions of the 
ICCB Statewide Master Plan: RAMP/CC 1977: 



1. Renewed activity In annexation/new district formation Is taking place 

as a result of new legislation (SB 1651) designed to get the remaining 48 
common school districts Into the Illinois Community v'^ollege System, 
The Illinois Community College Board believes that evary person In 
Illinois should have the educational opportunities and advantages 
which are provlc!ed by the public community colleges. 

2. The student enrollment growth experienced by all public community colleges 
during the past several years has stabilized during 1976-77 and although 
continued growth Is projected. It will be at a much lower rate with en- 
rollment decreases being experienced by a number of community colltges. 

As a result, community colleges should take a hard look at their enrollment 
projections and should begin to develop contingency plans for decreased 
enrollments, should they occur. 

3. The community colleges must plan their educational programs to address 
some of the critical Issues of the next decade and must respond to the 
changes In manpower needs and the shift In the age distribution of the 
population If they are to continue to be responsive to the needs of society. 
The community colleges are responding to the energy crisis by developing 
technology programs which are designed to develop the state's coal re- 
sources. Future technology will be needed to develop practical methods 

of harnessing energy produced by the sun, wind and other sources. The 
community colleges are also showing leadership In providing educational , 
services for senior citizens. Population projections show that the 
proportion of senior citizens will Increase dramatically In the next 
several decades while the proportion of traditional college age persons 
(ages 18 to 24) will decrease drastically. Hence, the community colleges 
must continue to develop additional new programs ^Thlch will meet the educa- 
tional needs of adult citizens. Also needed will be technical and occupa- 
tional programs which will educate personnel to provide the additional 
services which larger proportion of senior citizens will require. It 
seems that Increased emphasis will be needed in the community education and 
community service prograiLj of the community colleges in the future. This 
need for additional services will require additional financial support 
for these areas. 

4. The coumunlty colleges of Illinois will continue to demand highly skilled 
teachers, administrators, professionals, and other personnel to provide 
needed educational services to the citizens of the state. In five years, the com- 
munity colleges Indicate they will employ 20,525 ins true tloniil teaching .faculty, 
705 administrators, 855 student services personnel, 718 Instructional 
support personnel, ant! 10,493 classified staff personnel at an annual 
salary cost of approximately $250 million dollars. To meet the changing 
demands for new technologies and new services for a different student 
cllentel, the community colleges will have to develop the capability to 
obtain the personnel with the needed skills. This may require much more 
flexibility In the personnel policies than Is present In most traditional 
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educational institution. In addition, programs of in-service training 
and retraining will be needed so that the personnel of the community 
colleges can continue to be tk sponsive to the changing needs of society. 

5. The community colleges of Illinois will be faced with a need to provide 
many new and additional educational services at a time when traditional 
sources of funding will remain r^ • ^.tively constant. Although the Illinois 
Department of Local Government Affairs is projecting a 10 to 15 percent 
increase in assedsed valuations, local taxes will be hard pressed to keep 
up with inflation. A number of community colleges are approaching the 
maximum that they can charge students for tuition (the tuition cannot 
exceed one-third of rhe cost of instruction). The financial situation 

at the state level is relatively tight also which means that little 
expans:\on can be expected from this source. Federal revenues through 
grants is one source that Illinois Community Colleges could better 
utilize to increase their revenues* At the presont time, the community 
colleges of Illinois get only about 2% of their total revenue from federal 
sources while in some states such as Iowa, federal funds make up about 
20% of the total revenue. 

6. The community colleges of Illinois must improve their methods for report- 
ing educational outputs so that they will be able to compete for state 
and local funds with othe'- public agencies and public services. The 
impact of a community college upon the entire community must be demonstrated 
to the legislatures and to the general public. The value of the educational 
services which are provided to the citizens must also be deiaonst rated. The 
community colleges need to show that public funds allocated for community 
college education are a great investment which will be repaid to society 
many times over.
